8iu:  1  ba\c  the  honor  to  report  that  in  ac- 
CJrdance  with  your  instructioBs,  I  hive  visl 
ted  the  I'ppcr  Minnesota   Valley,  to  inquire 
into  the  condition  of  our  trontier  settlements 
with  rcfereaco  to  their  exposure  to  Indian 
raids,  and  to  learn  whether  any  more  protec- 
tion is  needed  than  what  is  now  furnished  by 
our  Government. 
Before  making  the  journey  I  conferred  with 
j  General  Alexander,  the  commander  of  the 
j  district,  and  found  him  solicitous  to  anticipate 
and  prevent  any  inro.ids  frt.m  hostile  Indians, 
and  to  insure  cjuiet  on  our  borders.    He  has 
but  one  regiment  of  Infuntry  Bt  his  disposal 
for  the  protection  of  our  extended  frontier, 
four  companies  of  which  are  stationed  at  Fort 
Wcd8wortb,twoat  Fort  Abcrcrombie,  two  at 
Fort  Ilipley,  one  at  Fort  Uidgely,  and  one  at 
Fort  Soelliog. 

I  also  had  an  interview  with  Captain  Iv.I- 
logg,  the  commanding  ofllecr  at  FortRidgely, 
who  kindly  proffered  any  aid  or  escort  that  1 
might  need  in  the  prosecution  of  my  journey. 
He  has  one  company  of  infantry  under  his 
command,  twenty-tive  of  whom  are  mounted. 
He  has  formed  a  settlement  of  friendly  Sionx 
at  Lake  Hendricks,  eighty- five  miles  west  of 
Fort  Ridgely  ;  one  at  Lake  Titaukahe,  thirty, 
five  miles  southwest  of  this;  andathird  aboiat 
thirty  miles  further  southwest,  at  Lake  Thom- 
son. These  are  all  assisted  by  him.  The  men 
are  employed  as  scouts  and  are  required  to 
give  intormation  when  any  party  of  hostile 
Indians  pass  within  the  lines.  He  believes 
them  to  be  faithful,  and  thus  far  has  found 
them  true,  if  not  Irom  motives  of  friendship, 
at  least  from  interest.  A  similar  line  of  scoots 
in  edvance  of  our  settlements  is  maintained 
by  the  commanding  eflicer  at  Fort  Wads- 
worth,  and  they  are  considered  efiicient  and 
trustworthy. 

The  severity  of  last  wijter  caused  much 
snifering  among  the  Indians,  and  the  rations 
furnished  these  by  Government  doubtless 
iiaved  many  from  perishing  with  hunger 
This  has  taught  them  their  dependence,  and 
will  tend  to  keep  them  on  fricndiv  terms  with 
us. 

The  Siou.x.  as  a  people,  doubtless  desire 
peiice,  and  the  treaty  to  be  he  d  this  summer 
on  the  plains,  will  occupy  the  attention  of 
their  leaders,  and  take  their  bands  from  our 
vicini.-y  for  some  mouths,  so  that  we  may 
reasonably  hope  for  a  quiet  season.  Still 
there  are  bad  men  among  them,  bent  on  mis- 
ceitt,  and  a  small  party  coming  within  our 
lines  and  con.mitiet-  a  mnrdor  mi^.ht  ciect-c 
a  disastrous  p«ni..  Ev^ry  precaution  should 
be  Wken  to  prevent  tuch  visits. 

Our  settleiBcuts  are  extending  up  the  Min- 
nesota  river,  the  mo,t  rtuioie  being  at  the 
moutli  of  the  I  hinpena,  seventy  miles  above 
FortRidgley.  At  Redwood  Falls  and  vicin- 
ity there  are  about  230  inha>>itants ;  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Yellow  Medicine  ten  families; 
about  the  same  number  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Chippewa;  at  Birch  Coolie  and  at  the  mouth 
of  licarcr  Creek  ate  large  settlcmeals.  Par- 
ties are  prep.xred  to  go  beyond  the  Chippewa 
aa  soon  as  they  can  be  assured  of  protection 
Captain  Aldrieh.  Ute  of  tha  Sth  Minn.,  has 
cjmmene-ed  a  stock  farm  at  Lake  Shetek.  00 
miles  west  of  Fort  Uidgley.  With  him  are 
three  lamilies  in  wh:ch  are  eight  or  ten  men, 
well  armed  and  prepared  to  protect  them- 
selves against  any  party  of  Indians  that  may 
be  disposed  to  molest  them. 
Nothing  has  occurred  withiu  the  past  year

Hudson  is  in  ruins.  The  entire  business 
portion  of  our  licautiful  city  is  laid  waste. 
Last  evening  about  five  o'clock  a  fire  broke 
ont  in  a  saloon  kept  by  John  Welch,  in  Cogs- 
well's building,  situated  on  the  north  side  of 
Walnnt  street.  The  wind  at  the  time  waa 
blowing  a  gale  from  the  west  northwest.  In 
an  Incredible  short  time  the  whole  building 
was  in  flames,  and  it  became  apparent  to  ev- 
ery c>ne  that  nothing  could  mvo  the  town. 
The  suiferers  as  near  as  I  am  now  able  to 
state  them,  are  as  folloa-s :

horrors  of  'tj2  are  not  yet  forgotten,  and  not- 
withsunding  the  i^iuus  have  since  been  re- 
moved from  our  ImTcdiate  vicinity,  the  mur- 


ttle  dependancc  can  be  placed  on  military 
posts  over  one  hun:ircd  miles  apart,  for  secu- 
rity against  prowling  Indians. 

On  this  account  there  is  a  Iceling  of  insecu- 
rity with  many  of  our  border  settlers,  and  they 
look  to  the  Stjte  for  protection.  But  to 
protect  our  frontier  is  the  province  of  the 
general  government  and  not  ol  the  State 
For  this  purpose,  the  milii;.ry  are  stationed 
among  us,  and  to  the  commander  of  the  dis- 
trict communications  respecting  these  matters 
are  referred. 

The  settlers  are  very  moderate  in  their  re- 
quests. They  ask  for  a  few  mounted  men  to 
be  stationed  as  they  were  last  year  at  inter- 
vals along  the  border,  to  serve  as  scouts;  to 
give  inlormaiion  in  case  of  danger ;  to  strike 
when  occasion  may  reriuire,  and  to  form  ral- 
b'Dg  points  when  neided. 

Two  companies  of  Cavalry  would  thus 
guard  our  settlements  from  the  Iowa  lino  to 
Fort  Abcrcrombie ;  would  quiet  the  fears  of 
our  citizens  and  promote  a  rapid  stttlcmentof 
our  fertile  teriiiory.  The  State  has  d»,pot8  of 
arms  and  ammuniuon  at  suiuble  and  eonve- 
nient  poinu  for  the  use  of  its  citizens  in  cases 
of  emergency;  but  with  the  protection  wc 
have  a  right  to  expect  from  the  general  gov- 
ernment.  it  does  not  appear  advisable  or  ex- 
pedient for  the  State  to  organize  and  maintain 
an  additional  force  for  frontier  defense. 

And  now  that  the  civil  war  is  over  it  is  not 
asking  too  much  of  our  government  to  place 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Commander  of  the  Dis- 
tiictthe  lew  troops  necessary  to  guarantee  a 
perfect  security  to  onr  frontier.

*  "  •  Of  all  the  business  portion  oJ  the 
city,  the  warehouses  upon  the  levee  alone 
were  saved,  and  two  little  stores  on  Second 
and  Walnnt  streets.  The  aggregate  loss 
amount)  to  abont  $300,000,  of  which  alMut 
JjloO.OOO  was  covered  by  insurance. 

The  fire  raged  with  such  fierceness,  and 
made  such  swift  progress  under  the 
hcivy  gale  which  was  blowing  at  the  time, 
that  there  was  no  time  io  save  much  of  the 
contents  of  the  stores.  Largo  amonnU)  of 
merchandise  removed  for  safety  to  the  streets 
and  vacant  lots  were  overtaken  by  the  flames 
and  consumed,  and  what  were  saved  from  the 
flames  were  plundered  by  predatory  bands  of 
Fenians. 

Piles  of  goods  were  carried  off  in  every  di- 
rection to  the  shanties  and  into  the  country. 
A  general  search  warrant  was  issued  to-day, 
and  goods  to  the  amount  of  about  9-5,000, 
which  had  been  stolen  and  secreted  in  the 
shanties,  recovered,  and  some  thirteen  men 
and  a  number  of  women  who  had 
them  in  possession  were  arrested  and  locked 
up.  A  number  of  teams  from  the  country 
went  out  loaded  with  goods,  and  search  is 
now  being  rasde  for  them.  There  are  but 
few  of  onr  merchants  who  are  not  heavy 
losers.  T.  E.  Williams  is  said  to  have  been 
the  heaviest  loser.  His  dwelling  house  and 
handsome  store  with  alttheir  contents,  valued 
at  8-50,000,  were  ronsnmed. 

Already  signs  of  renewed  business  activity 
begin  to  appear  among  the  ruins.  The  people 
are  already  hauling  lumber  and  beginning  to 
rebnild,'and  there  is  a  general  disposition  on 
all  hands  to  make  the  best  of  the  misfortune 
and  to  begin  again.  •

Brick  ninkint;  in  CiiUJ^ka. 

Kroin  till'  Valliy  Heialil,  lOth. 

The  fine,  dry  weather  of  the  last  fortnight, 
has  enabled  our  brickroakers  to  get  under  full 
headway,  and  in  a  visit  to  the  yards  this  week 
we  6nd  that  a  good  deal  is  being  done. 

Messrs.  Gregg  &  Griggs  have  one  yard  in 
operation,  and  will  in  ten  days  have  their  first 
kiln  of  120,fX)0  bricks  rcaily  for  burning. 
They  arc  also  opening  another  much  larger 
and  hneryard  upon  land  purchased  last  wint- 
er for  the  purpose,  ol  David  Kbinger,  upon 
which  they  will  put  a  new  patent  moulding 
machine.  The  bricks  now  made  are  all 
moulded  by  hand,  the  old  fashioned  mould- 
ing machines  having  failed  to  a'complish  the 
Work,  from  some  peculiarity  of  the  clay  found 
here,  but  it  is  contidently  expected  that  this 
new  machine  will  surmount  the  difficulties 
and  liecome  a  great  labor  saver  and  econo- 
mizer, it  being  capable  of  moulding  at  least 
20,000  again>t  T.UOO  by  tho  present  process. 
Messrs.  Gregg  &  Griggs  have  eighteen  men 
employed  in  connection  with  their  yards  and 
intend  to  do  a  rushing  business.

Mr.  Howe  is  just  commencing  operations 
also,  and  altogether,  that  part  of  town  wears 
a  very  bu.sy  look,  the  yards  l)eing  but  a  short 
distance  from  each  other.  Taking  the  lour 
yards  tocether  they  will  be  capable  of  inanu- 
laciuring  at  least  40,000  bricks  per  dav,  in 
good  weather.  This  is  no  small  item  anil  will 
add  very  ma'erially  to  the  business  of 
I  huskii.  Though  iuany  will  be  required 
f-ir  home  use.  the  greater  part  of  this 
l.irge  production  will  probably  find  market 
down  the  river.  I'roposi.ions  have  already 
been  received  to  furnish  brick  lor  parties  at 
Lake  City  on  tho  Mi-ssisslppi,  and  there  is 
good  demand  for  them  at  Minneapolis,  St 
I'aul,  and  indeed  nearly  all  tho  towns  along 
the  river,  there  being  but  few  places  where  so 
good  an  article  can  t»e  ol>tained.  The  bricks 
manufactured  here  are  similar  to  the  cele- 
brated Milwaukee  brick,  being  of  a  light 
trcani  color,  and  make  a  very  pretty  building 
naterial.  The  price  per  thousand  at  which 
they  are  now  held  is  from  seven  to  eight  dol- 
lars, according  to  quality,  that  being  four  dol- 
lars per  thousand  less  than  the  price  last  fall.

It  contaiua  an  extended  coiiiplinieiit  to  Stcro- 
lary  Seward,  and  also  lo  President  Johnson 
lor  personal  traits  and  e.<walled  btatesmanship, 
and  appeals  with  great  earnestness  to  Ihe  Re- 
publican party  to  eeusu  laciiou  and  loi'ow 
bis  lead 

The  folluniug  is  an  iiiiporlanl  portion  : 

"  Tho  I'lisis  demands  jHisiiive  remedies  and 
direct  ireatmeut.  (Juackery  will  kill  iu  ih  s 
i-ase,  tliereloru  tho  sooner  it  H  understood 
that  a  liuo  must  bu  drawn  broadly  and  c't^r- 
ly,  the  Nixmer  will  the  .\diiiinistratiou  be  re- 
lieved Iroiu  sums'  of  the  dangers  which  Inci- 
ueulally  nienacc  it.  Whoever  has  studied  tbo 
events  ol  Ibe  war  must  be  convinced  that  the 
black  man  cared  very  little  furliiaown  hiatus, 
or  was  willing  lo  make  much  effort  to  change 
it.  No  snch  opportunity  was  ever  olfered 
to  an  enslaved  race  to  strike  for  itsell, 
and  certainly  encouragement  enough  was 
given  10  it  to  do  so  in  soinc  direction.  F.very 
proper  and  humane  man  feds  thateniaciputeil 
as  that  race  now  Is,  it  should  have  every  just 
aid  and  protection,  until  able  to  help  itself. 
But,  let  me  tell  you,  from  some  little  observa- 
tion on  the  snlgcct.  and  some  knowledge  of 
the  people,  that  human  ingenuity  conld  not 
devise  a  more  elfeciive  method  of  fastenlni; 
another  form  ol  bondage  upon  them  Iban  this 
ballot,  which  is  proposed  us  their  suvercign 
panacea.  Give  them  that  right,  and  1  would 
pledge  my  life  on  the  result,  if  tbe  lest  could 
lie  f.iirly  made,  thitt  almost  ninety  per  cent,  of 
the  black  population  would  vote  on  the  side 
of  their  old  masters,  or,  in  other  words  become 
the  invtrumeuts  of  fastening  new  chains  up  n 
themgelves;  and  if  ever  the  day  comes,  which 
1  hope  never  to  see,  lor  fear  of  the  conse- 
quences, when  these  people  may  vote  without 
condition,  you  may  expect  to  see  the  South 
compacted  by  negro  suffrage,  and  uniting 
with  the  Northern  socallcd  democ- 
racy, to  regain  possession  ol  the  (>ov- 
crnmeut,  and  overihrow  e.verylhiug 
thus  far  accomplished,  and  such 
a  result  would  lie  quite  in  keeping  with  the 
sagacity  and  moderation  ol  those  who  are 
ready  to  sacrilice  everything  sacred  to  the  one 
Idea  ol  their  foolish  fanaticism. 

"I  have  not  be.  n  able  to  see  the  immincncy 
of  tho  war  of  races  on  account  of  the  b.illot,  as 
supposed  by  the  President,  but  I  do  see  in  the 
much  more  serious  danger  suggested,  tbe  old 
hatred  and  jealousy  between  the  negro  and 
the  ignorant  white  class.  What  ibe  negro  in 
his  loftiness  calls  tho  poor  bacra,  would  lead 
lo  a  collision  probably  if  ibcy  were  approached 
by  an  equalizing  process  like  sutl'rage,  but  I 
cannot  think  anything  serious  would  come  ol 
it.  The  political  aspect  of  the  question  is 
much  graver  and  ought  not  to  hi  ignored. 
Of  course  Fred.  Douglass  and  bis  followers 
would  argue  differently,  but  experience  is 
W'oith  a  liitle  more  than  deluMve  theories.

Terrible    Toriiiitlo    in    ]TIi!$si8 
sippi. 

Memiiiks,  May  IS.— A  terrible  tornado 

bail  storm  visited  Clarke  county.  MIsitssippi, 
last  week,  und  uprooted  trees,  leveled  hou>es 
and  tiams,  entirely  destroyed  the  crops,  and 
killed  and  wi.unded  people"  and  slock. 

In  describing  tbe  calamilons  occurrence, 
the  ilu//e(in'«  correspondent  savs :  "1  have 
frequently  beard  tell  of  hail  iKring  as  large  as 
a  ben's  egg,  but  never  saw  any  uniif  tb's 
time.  One  struck  me  on  the  biickbone,  and 
brought  blood.  The  bail  was  drifted  in  piles 
in  some;pIacesjtwo  or  three  feet  deep,  and  re- 
mained on  the  ground  until  the  next  .Satur- 
day morning.  Wo  bad  no  water  all  the  time. 
I  never  saw  such  destruction  before.  Tbe 
country  around  where  it  passed  lo-jks  as 
if  thfre  had  been  a  severe  frost.  All 
Ibe  leaves  were  bea'en  oil  hv  ihe 
bail.  It  took  tbe  bark  olf  ot  fruit  frets 
and  other  small  growths.  The  large  pine 
tree*  looked  as  if  tbey  bnd  Ucn  dented  all 
over  with  a  hammer.  As  to  gardens  and  ve- 
getables, there  are  none  Ictt.  The  falling  of 
the  timber  kUled  aurcui  deal  of  slock.  As  to 
poultry,  the  hail  killed  nearly  all.  In  fact,  I 
do  not  see  bow  anything  escaped  that  was  not 
without  some  proiecim.  I  had  a  man  farm- 
ing wi.b  me  by  the  name  of  8alem  Newton. 
He  had  lately  m.-irriid,  at  ir  near  Meridian. 
His  bouse  biiw  down  and  killed  his  wife  in- 
st-tntly.  Ntariy  all  tho  hou.srs  that  were  not 
blown  down  ivcre  unroofed.  Very  little  lim- 
ber rema  ns  .'itacdir.,c. 

'I'he  crops  are  utterly  df.-i roved— both  corn 
and  cotton.  S<ome  faimers  wiil  not  he  able  to 
procure  cotton  seed  to  plant  again.  The 
crops  in  this  country  were  never  .so  gloomv, 
and  the  niin  ci.>ntinues  to  fall  every  day. 
Those  who  hive  bottom  land  will  not  be  able 
to  work  in  it  for  n  week  or  more,  even  if  the 
ram  were  to  stot>  no*.  Those  who  have  to 
plant  over  will  not  bo  able  to  put  seed  in  tbe 
ground  until  aboat  the  20th  inst.

Th«  Freednicn  of  Texas. 

Brevet  Urig.  Gen  Gregory,  Assistant  Com- 
inigsionerot  the  Freedmen's  Bureau  for  tbe 
State  of  Texas,  iorwarded  a  report  of  opera- 
tions, dated  April  IS.  He  says  he  ba«  ju.-t  re- 
turned from  a  tour  of  inspection  of  many 
hundred  miles  in  extent  through  We-terh 
Texas,  and  everywhere  found  the  laborers 
steadily  at  ivork  in  the  fields,  and  well  and 
profiwihly  employed.  Misunderstandings  be- 
tween them  and  their  employers  are  hecom- 
Itg  quite  unfrcquent.  He  says  the  freedom 
ot  the  negro  lies  become  recognized  as  a  pal- 
pable fact  iu  nii.st  of  Texas,  and  property- 
holders  are  ni>p»sed  to  treat  his  c'aim  with  an 
increasing  dtgiee  of  fairness;  but,  he  adds, 
that  during  the  monih  ot  March,  and  up  to 
date,  instances  oi  nialireatnun'.  and  violent 
abuse  have  pcrceptitily  increa.sed  in  some  por- 
tions. These  can  be  easily  traced  to  tbe  con 
siderable  reductmn  of  the  military  force,  and 
to  increasing  excitement  on  the  giave  nation- 
al questions  now  agitating  our  government. 
Jn  this  State,  the  rate  of  wages  has  not  been 
nxed,  either  as  t>  maximum  or  to  n;inimura, 
by  any  reguliitiim  from  this  office.  Cnder 
•uch  arrangtments,  tbe  planters  and  farmers 
of  Texas  have  got  in  large  crops  of  sugar, 
com,  cotton,  and  wheat  and  I  have  beard  the 
opinion  that  if  the  stason  continues  as  favora- 
ble as  at  present,  more  cotton  will  be  made 
than  was  ever  made  in  any  one  year  before. 
He  reports  the  FrecdmenV  schools  flourish- 
ing, there  being  42  day  schools  29  night 
schools,  and  19  Sunday  schools,  wi:h  a  total 
attendance  of  2,830  children  and  1,760  adults. 
Beside  these,  thtre  are  18  or  20  private  schtwig.

(^I'luurbonJ  county.  Miss  —-had  vis- 
ited Cincinnati,  and  while  there  had  mar- 
ried Armstrong.  After  a  month  or  two 
they  visited  Mr.  JlcClintock's,  were  kind- 
ly received,  and  Armstrong  was  induced 
by  M.,  so  the  story  goe.s,  to  sell  out  bis 
inlcrest  with  Bruce,  Cbappell  &  Co., 
anil  live  with  l:im.

Dear  Sir ;  •  •  •  The  people  of 
the  North  need  not  quarrel  over  the  institu- 
tion of  slavery.  What  Vice  President  Ste- 
phen? acknowledges  the  corner-stone  of  the 
confederacy  is  already  knocked  out.  Slavery 
already  dead  cannot  be  resurrected.  It  w  ould 
take  a  standing  army  to  maintain  slavery  in 
the  South  if  wc  were  to  make  peace  to-day, 
guaranteeing  Jto  the  South  all  their  former 
constitutional  privileges.  I  never  was  an  ab- 
olitionist; not  even  what  could  be  called  anti- 
slavery;  but  I  try  to  .judge  fairly  and  honest- 
ly, and  It  became  patent  to  my  mind  early  in 
the  rebellion  that  the  North  and  South 
could  never  live  at  peace  with  each  other  ex- 
cept as  one  nation,  and  that  without  slavery. 
As  anxious  as  I  am  to  see  peace  established, 
1  would  not,  therefore,  be  willing  to  see  any 
settlement  until  this  question  is  forever  set- 
tled.

A  rebel  account  of  the  battle  of  Fred- 
ericksburg thus  describes  the  advance  of 
Bornside's  army :

Long  triple  lines 
ol  inlantry  crossed  the  field  from  right  to

He 
made  a  motion  as  if  doing  so,  but  drew 
his  revolver  and  fired  on  M,  They  fired 
all  their  loads  at,  each  other,  but  as  one 
was  protected  by  a  sapling,  and  the  other 
by  a  house,  neither  was  hurt.  A  then 
started  alter  his  horse,  which  Lad  gone 
in  the  direction  ol  Paris.  M.  obtained  a 
pistol  from  Forsythe,  followed  A.,  and 
attempted  to  fire  it,  but  it  failed  M.

Eveniriil  and   Koninntic  Story

Poi»iilatioii  ol'  Boston, 

From  tha  Traveller,  May  H. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  rent  a  tenement  either  in  Boston, 
tbe  adjacent  cities,  or  in  the  suburban 
villages  away  out  lor  a  distance  of  filteen 
or  twenty  miles.  Itenta  have  material- 
ly advanced,  and  the  question  is  getting 
to  be  a  serious  one,  how  shall  all  the  peo- 
ple crowding  into  this  city  and  neighbor- 
hood be  sheltered,  with  a  due  regard  to 
health  and  comfort.  A  house  that  would 
have  hardly  sold  lor  $1.^<K)  six  years  ago, 
now  sells  quickly  for  $2M)0  or  $3000, 
though  located  a  dozen  miles  from  Bos- 
ton. Tho  suburban  villages  around  Bos- 
ton are  now  as  full  as  they  can  be  with- 
out the  erection  ol  more  dwellings,  and 
this  concentration  of  population  is  pl.tiu- 
ly  seen  in  the  increased  size  ol  the  trains 
employed  to  carry  passen^'ers  from  their 
country  homes  to  their  businesss  avoca- 
tions in  this  city.  On  some  roads  it  is 
found  necessarj'  to  employ  two  csnduc 
tors  to  take  up  tickets  on  the  same  train, 
so  great  is  the  pressure.  Within  a  circle 
of  twenty  miles  of  Boston  can  now  be 
found  at  the  present  time,  it  ia  believed, 
nearly  one-third  of  the  population  of  the 
State,  or  considerably  over  lour  hund.cd 
thousand  souls. 

The  Bounty  Bill. 

The  military  commitue  of  the  House  has 
reported  a  bill  equalizing  the  bounties  of  all 
sailors,  soldiers  and  marines.  U  was  laid 
aside  for  future  consideration,  it  provides 
that  instead  of  any  grant  of  lands,  or  other 
bounty,  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
each  aud  every  soldier,  sailor  aud  marine, 
who  faithfully  served  as  such,  in  the  army, 
navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  has  been  or  who  may  hereafter  be 
honorably  discharged  from  buch  service,  tbe 
sum  of  $S  a;!i  per  month,or  at  the  rate  of  $100 
per  year,  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  all  time 
during  which  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
actually  served,  between  the  lOlh  day  of 
April,  1861— and  April,  1M5.  A  careful  esti- 
mate shows  the  bill  will  take  §200,000,000 
from  the  treasury.

The  bill  repor'td  l,v  Senator  Ramsey 
jjroviiliu^  lur  the  construi'lion  of  a  Kail- 
road  Bridge  across  the  Mississippi  at 
Winona  wis  th>:i  subjo^t  of  an  interesting 
pas:iage-at-arms  in  the  Senate  on  the  liih 
inat  ,  between  Senators  Doolitrle  and 
Norton.  Mr.  Doolittlf  wisLc-1  t)  amend 
the  bill  by  providing  a  similar  bridge  at 
LiCroase,  and  to  postpone  ita  considera- 
tion at  that  time  with  a  view  to  such 
amendment.  The  following  extract  Irom 
the  Uiobt  tjives  the  interesting  portion  of 
the  debate : 

Mr.  N'orton. — I  hupo  the  .*cnator  from  Wis- 
consin will  not  persi'.t  in  bis  motion  to  po>t- 
pooe  the  hill,  ccrfiinlT  not  with  a  view  to  of- 
fer an  amendment  providing  for  the  buildiug 
of  a  »irii]pe  at  LaCro.'sc.  That  is  an  entirely 
separate  bridee  conncniog  separate  and  dis- 
tinct r;ads.  There  wf  i  i.c  certainly  no  objec- 
tion on  onr  part  to  lim  passage  of  a  sepa- 
rate ^M  f'>r  the  imilUing  of  a  bridge 
at  LaCro-se,  but  it  seems  n  me  there 
can  be  no  propriety  or  ni;i-e?-.!tT  for  add- 
ing it  as  an  amendintrnt  to  this  bill.  This 
bill  is  reiiorted  from  the  Cammittee  on  Tost 
Offlcis  and  J"''-':  Roads  with  the  same  provis- 
ions a^  to  deuiis,  the  draw,  and  other  matters 
ot  con^trnction,  that  were  contained  in  the  bill 
passed  a  short  time  since  t'jr  the  baildlog  of  a 
bridpe  at  Quincy.  I  iiope  the  Senator  will 
not  insist  oa  his  motion.  If  he  deAires  the 
construction  ofa  bridce  at  La  Crosse,  we  cer- 
tainly shall  make  no  objection  to  a  bill  for 
tbiii  parpose.

1  have  not 
given  very  much  attention  to  tl  .  -  ibject,  bat 
It  has  been  stated  to  me  that  tin; '  !-e  of  Wis- 
consin, when  application  was  '.  •  to  the 
Lesislaiare.  retuiied  to  grant  toi  '  ii.  <nytbe 
right  to  build  a  bridge  ut  that  pcii.i  ^  lich  is 
referred  to  in  thi«  bill.  At  the  pr.  «'  time 
there  ii  no  railroid  in  Wiicm-i  :  "hieh 
reaches     the      Mi«*is3ippi     river  this 

point  The  crcat  railroad  whit  .  ich- 
es  across  our  .'^tate,  the  rao^t  north  n  r  ad, 
reaches  the  river  at  Ia  Crosse.  Opp  i-  ■  le 
Mississippi  river  at  La  ("rosne,  as  I  lindcr- 
stand.  a  Milrovl  is  already  in  progress  which 
extends,  1  think,  into  .Miueesousome  twen^ 
or  tUrty  mi:es  Irom  the  river,  and  there  is 
the  point  where  two  raiirrjads  would  commn- 
nicaie  if  they  had  a  bridge.  But  at  this  point, 
Winona,  there  is.  as  I  understand,  only  a  road 
codimcQced  at  Winona,  running  westward 
Into  the  .-stite  of  Minnesota.  There  is  not  yet 
any  railroid  in  Wisconsin  reaching  the  river 
oppo«iie  to  Wmona.

Mr.  Doolittle— by  tlia  river  I  think  it  is 
forty  miles ;  jMirhaps  in  a  dircit  line  it  is  not 
more  than  twenty  nine.  I  hope  my  friend 
from  Minnesota  will  consent  to  let  this  bill 
goover.  I  have  no  disposition  to  delay  or 
prevent  action  upon  it,  but  I  desire  that  my 
col'caKue  and  myself  shall  have  un  opporta- 
nity  to  look  into  it,  which,  I  confess,  I  have 
not,  as  Tct  haJ  the  opportunity  to  do.

Michigan  one — while  Minnesota,  Wis- 
consin, fonnecticut,  Khode  Island  and 
Several  olbi  r  .Sia'e"  b.fl  none.  VVi:  arc 
informed  by  W.  H.  Wilson.  Fsq.,  tlie 
Assi.-tant  Assessor  ot  ibis  Distric;,  tbat 
tin:  ata'.euieiir  is  g'-ussli  iTroneons.  in'- 
Steal  of  no  gold  wa'cbes  having  bi-en  re- 
ported Iroiu  Minnesota,  '.bin  were  re- 
ported from  this  Collection  District,  and 
of  this  number  loS  were  reported  St. 
from  i'a'il 

The  Chicago /ottrmct  makes  the  folLiw- 
ing  correction  of  the  statement  in  rela- 
tion to  ih.ir  Distri'-t.

Instead  of  only  four  watches  reported  for 
taxation  in  Illinois  last  year,  wc  are  safe  in 
saying  that  there  were  not  less  than  lO.UOD  ot 
them. 

The  Boston  Journal  corrects  the  state- 
ment as  rr.'Tftrd.s  that  ciry.  Massachi- 
scsts  was  set  down  tor  3^  gold  watches, 
whereas  Boston  alone  returns  over  o,000. 

Nevertheless  it  is  very  certain  that  but 
a  small  proportion  of  the  gold  watches 
are  reported  to  the  Assessor,  and  tbe 
query  still  rcm-iins  unan.swered.  "  What 
becomes  of  all  the  wati.hes."

A    SBBIOiri*  CUAiaCWK. 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Tribune  makes  the  following 
grave  chirge  against  I'resident  John- 
son: 

Without  the  authority  of  law.  President 
Johnson,  among  bis  earliest  acts  of  recon- 
strnction.  ordered  the  sale  ol  government  rail- 
roads, and  railroad  running  stock,  iron  and 
materials  trt  an  enormous  amount  to  South- 
ern men  on  credit;  he  directed  the  Quarter- 
muster  in  charge  to  turn  over  tho  property, 
and  take  the  purchasers'  notes,  payable 
monthly,  up  to  two  years;  the  value  of  the 
property,  thus  nominally  sold,  but  in  re- 
ality given  away,  was  probably  $2CH),000,0()0. 
Ot  course,  the  notes,  as  they  fell  due,  were 
not  paid,  and  it  was  never  intended  that  they 
should  be  paid.  They  are  under  protest  here 
to  Billions.  The  Government  ho  ds  ehatttc 
mortgages  on  property,  all  in  rebel  handi, 
that  has  been  consumed  in  largo  part;  in  part 
hascli.tngea  hands;  and  the  balance  of  which 
isused  in  deti:int  disregard  of  the  contract  of 
purchase.  The  President  refuses  to  permit 
pro<!ecdings  to  compel  payment,  or  to  recover 
possession  of  any  jKirtion  of  this  immense 
amount  ot  the  publi :  property. 

A  more  sp.rious  ac  u-ation  could  hardly 
be  made  ajjains'.  a  public  ofTicer  than  that 
here  preff-rred  againstthc  I'resident  of  tbe 
United  States.  The  charge  can  hardly 
have  been  made  with  so  much  circum- 
stantiality without  some  foundation.  The 
public  interests,  ihe  cnd.s  of  ju-tice  and 
Ihe  good  name  of  th'j  I'rcaidun',  all  de- 
luan'l  that  the  matter  be  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated. 

TiiK  Winona  Repufiliciin  recently  con- 
tained .in  article  giving  the  rates  of 
freight  from  Milwaukee  to  Kasson  via 
the  Milwaukee  I'c  St.  Paul  and  Winona 
&  St.  Peter  Railroads,  aa  some  ten  or 
ufteen  cents  per  hundred  pounds  lower 
than  rates  to  Faribault  via  the  Minnesota 
Ontra!  Railroad.  Whereupon  the  Mil- 
waukee fientin'l  says: 

One  of  the  dircrtors  of  the  Minnesota  Cen- 
tral Iv  111  way  called  on  us  to  ihiy  t.,  .orreet  the 
statcrai-nl.  and  to  say  that  the  rau-s  for  IrciKht 
will  at  all  tinea  he  as  h,w  ria  the  Minnesota 
Central  llailroad  to  Faribault  as  na  the  Wi 
nonu  and  St.  Peter  Itailroad  to  Kasson.

And  nntil  this  falla- 
cious currency  is  withdrawn,  it  will  tie  found 
that  we  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  exorbi- 
tant advance  in  prices,  and  the  ei>nsuminc 
masses  will  l)c  eompelled  to  pay  Ji'O  to  300 
per  icnt.  lor  all  our  living,  over  and  alioye  its 
naiurul  value. 

The  "naiional  disgrace"  telt  by  the  liulU- 
tin  is  not  in  now  buying  our  breadslulfs  in 
Krauce  or  Mngland,  or  in  any  other  country, 
wherever  they  are  cheapest;'  but  it  will  lie  a 
deep  ilis?raeo  to  our  character  as  an  cnlight- 
emd  nation,  that  we  allow  these  evils  to  con- 
tinue, now  that  we  know  their  causes,  and  in 
not  imniediatelv  removing  tho  evil  l)y  just 
and  prompt  legislation.

Dkar  Sir:  Every  person  having  experi- 
ence in  stock  jobbing  in  our  Kastern  cities,  or 
quartz  speculation  in  mining  districts,  knows 
very  well  that  fortunes  are  oftencr  made  by 
tu/i'ing  stock  up  or  (earing  it  down  than  by 
fair  and  square  purchases  and  sales.

I  have  known  rumors  of  this  kind— put  in 
motion  by  the  bears — to  run  shares  of  stock 
down  fjora  S7,0'JI1  to  $W0  in  less  than  three 
weeks. 

When  the  game  was  cliscovt red,  the  stock 
rose  as  rapidly  as  it  went  down ;  but  it  icent 
up  innew  hands. 

So  much  for  intrcducilon!  Now,  then, 
without  wishing  to  charge  any  purticalar  citi- 
zen of  our  si.-ttr  city  wiih  a  desire  to  misre- 
present or  undervalue  the  Vermilion  Lake 
gold  mines,  I  desire  to  call  the  atuntiun  of 
your  readers  to  the  following  facts ; 

Prof.  Kjmes,  our  State  (Jcologist,  disjovcr- 
ed  the  gold  hearing  quartz  veins  on  the  shores 
of  Lake  Vermilion  last  fall ;  and  immciliately 
— ii  tonipany  with  our  then  Governor,  .Mn- 
ler— r.  rwanled  to  New  York  and  Phihidel- 
phi.i  a  quantiiy  of  the  airrage  specimens  for 
assay.  Prot.  Edward  Kent,  of  New  York,  re- 
ported .>3 1  01.  Prof.  J.  R.  Ecklelt,  the  emi- 
nent chemist  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  re- 
ported #30.0.5.  Pr.^f.  Eanies  then  t.>ok  the 
remaining  rock  on  hand  (nftcr  our  citizens 
had  ihorouahly  cuIIpjI  thein  f.»r  koep.-akcs), 
and    from    these    refunc     particles     assayed 

N.)w  lottow  ittu  liireHd,  unJ  ktc  iu  Itearing. 
in  the  winter,  wheu  from  ihrec  to  four  feet 
of  snow  was  on  the  ground,  a  company  was 
organi/td  in  Minucacolis,  :;nd  men  were  sent 
up  to  prospect,  purchase  or  'squat,"  a;>  the 
ease  might  demand,  among  (he  gold  veins  of 
Ljko  Vermilion. 

This  compauy  reached  the  fields  when 
snow  prevented  their  prospecting,  and  they 
were  obliged  to  "squat"  by  guess.  That  they 
were  unfortunate  in  their  location,  we  have 
evidence  in  a  letter  dated  May  1st,  (two  days 
before  the  Minneapolis  assay),  and  published 
last  week  in  the  Pioneer,  in  which  the  writer 
says,  '•Thev  (the  Minneapolis  speculators) 
complain  of  the  rpiaUtif  of  their  quaru— say- 
ing It  does  not  correspond  with  that  on  Min- 
nesota Point.  " 

Now  under  these  circumstances  does  it  not 
seem  a  very  probable  supposition,  (the  reader 
can  mentally  answer  the  query)  that  the  Min. 
neapolis  company  concluded  that  the  cheap- 
est and  'ittickest  way  to  get  a  "good  thing," 
was  to  select  poor  specimens  from  various 
parts  of  the  Lake  shore,  send  them  away  for 
a-ssay,  and  then  bear  the  whole  enterprise  un- 
til some  one  of  the  companies  was  willing  to 
vacate,  after  receiving  a  few  hundred  dollais 
above  expenses  This  would  seem  doubly 
probable  from  the  fact  that  relative  to  tho 
specimens  purporting  to  have  been  t.ikcn 
from  Minnesota  Point,  the  new  Bs^aycr  says 
that  "they  give  only  a  trace  of  gold.  Were 
tho  quantity  increased  live  fold,  this  ore 
would  not  be  of  the  slightest  talnc  .'" 

When  we  weigh  this  item  with  the  fact  that 
Prof.  Eames,  our  State  Geologist,  lately  made 
six  assays  of  quart/,  taken  from  the  ten-foot 
vein  on  this  point,  running  through  the  claims 
of  the  Minnesota  and  the  Vermilion  Falls 
Gold  Mining  Companies,  and  that  these  six 
assays  averaged  $72  lO  to  the  ton,  what  arc 
we  forced  to  believe  ?— especially  when  we  arc 
informed  from  the  most  authcutic  and  undij- 
putcd  sources  that  quartz  is  mined  with  a  pro- 
fit in  California  when  worth  but  §0,  and  that 
all  of  the  mines  of  the  State  average  less  ihan 
Sl'j  per  ton  !  I  say,  Mr.  Editor,  we  arc  forc- 
ed to  believe  one  of  two  things:  that  the 
bears  are  at  work,  or  that  Profs.  Kent,  Eek- 
felt  and  Eamcs  arc  fools,  or  most  consum- 
mate liars  and  impostcrs.  MIXER.

If  there  is  any- 
thing in  this  city  I  am  proud  of,  it  is  the  man- 
ner in  which  you  provide  for  our  S')ldier8  un- 
der every  circumstanco.

And  I  .im 
sorry  to  say  that  not  only  u  great  many 
speeches  have  been  made,  but,  thiou^h  ibo 
mistjike  made  in  electing  our  Vin-  President, 
they  did  nothavc  as  mui'h  eifrtasihi'v  i.ught 
to.  An  overruling  provim-Dce  pl.o.d  Mr 
Johnson  in  the  Presidential  rhnir.  When  Mr. 
Wilkes  Itooth  assinaled  Mr.  I.ini-olii,  he  prob- 
ably knew  what  li«  was  iloiiig,  but  thu  great 
mass  of  tbe  Ameriejin  peoph'  did  not  know.

SKN.\fE. — Mr.  Wilson  oflercd  an  amend- 
ment that  representatives  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  according  to  their 
respective  numbers,  and  If  tho  elective  IVan- 
ehise  l>e  denied  any  male  eiti/.en  of  the  I'nit- 
ed .States  al)ove  the  ago  of  •il,  for  any  can.se 
other  than  insurrccliun  against  the  United 
States,  tbe  basis  of  representation  in  such 
State  sh  ill  be  reduced  in  proportion.  Order- 
ed printed. 

A  substitute  was  also  otTercd  that  no  person 
shall  be  Senator  or  Representative,  or  hold 
any  otlloe  under  the  L".  S.  government  who 
having  previously  taken  an  oath  to  support 
th.)  coasiitution  shall  have  taken  part  in  the 
rebelli  m.    It  was  ordered  printed. 

A  substitute  was  also  proiMjsed  that  debts 
incurred  in  aid  of  (he  reliellion  are  illegal  and 
void,  and  no  compensation  shall  be  made  for 
loss  of  sl.ives. 

Tho  alMve  substitutes  were  for  different 
sections  of  the  House  resolutions. 

Without  further  action  the  Senate  went 
into  executive  session  and  soon  afterwards 
adjourned. 

HoisE. — Mr.  Morrill  agreed  a*  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  such  a  division,  declarim;  that  he 
was  satistied  that  unless  some  relief  was  given 
to  national  banks  they  were  in  peril.  Ue  was 
willing  to  give  some  relief  but  ho  wished  that 
subje  't  to  come  up  in  its  proper  place.  The 
amendment  was  rejected  and  no  other  mate- 
rial change  was  made  in  the  paragraph. 

The  amendment  relating  to  tbe  income  tax 
provoked  considerable  discussion. 

Mr.  Pike  having  moved  an  amendment  re- 
enacting  tho  present  law,  and  Mr.  Spalding 
moving  an  amendment  to  impose  an  addition- 
al duty  of  three  per  cent,  on  the  excess  of  in- 
comes over  S6.000. 

Mr.  Ross  olTeiotf  an  amendment  making  the 
discriminative  tax  10,  l.i,  20  or  ii  per  ceut. 

Mr.  Morrill  opposed  the  amendment,  giving 
it  B.S  his  opinion,  that  the  tendency  of  sncb 
discrimination  would  bo  to  repress  enterprise 
and  promote  absenteeism. 

The  debate  was  continued  by  Messr.s.  Spald- 
ing, Sloan,  Payne  and  Hale,  in  tavor  of  the 
amendment,  and  by  Messrs.  Morrill  and  Da- 
vis against  it. 

Mr.  Pike  advocated  letting  the  whole  mat- 
ter of  the  income  tax  gj  over  nntil  the  next 
Congress,  leaving  the  law  as  it  now  is. 

Mr.  Spalding  withdrew  his  amendment, 
and  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Uos.s  was  rejected. 
The  amendment  offered  by  Mr  Pike,  adopted 
This  leaves  the  law  as  it  at  present  stands  w  ith 
a  tax  of  5  per  cent,  on  incomes  up  to  So.OOO, 
and  a  tax  of  10  per  cent,  on  the  excess  of  over 
^,000.  Tbe  only  difference  being  that  the 
limit  of  the  first  "200  dollars  is  extended  to 
81000.  The  vote  on  it  wa.s  .57  to  -l-'. 
Mr  Ancona  ('ffered  an  amendment  to|make|tbe 
thousand  dollar  liniiL  apply  to  tho  present 
year.  The  amendment  rejected.  Among  the 
reduciioDs  to  be  made  in  estimating  incomes 
there  were  added,  on  motion  of  Mr  Wilsim,  of 
Iowa,  losses  actually  sustained  during  the 
year  arising  from  tire,  shipwreck  or  in  imde 
ordebis  I'scertaincd  to  be  worthless,  but  ex- 
e'liditig  ail  estimated  depreciations  of  val- 
ues. 

The  committee  rose  and  the  Speaker  pre- 
ented  a  messsge  from  the  Presidi-nt  in 
answer  to  th'^  resolution  of  the  27th  of  .\pril 
rcijU'-sting  a  colleetion  of  tho  provisions  in 
rcierence  to  the  frcedmen  contained  in  the 
constitutions  of  the  Southern  States,  and  ot  the 
laws  of  those  Stares  passed  since  the  suppres- 
sion ot  (he  rebellion,  transmitting  a  report 
iroinlhc  Secretary  or  State,  lleierrcd  to  Com- 
mittee on  Heconstruction. 

The  Speaker  also  presented  a  mes-ince  from 
the  President  transmitiina  a  rcpost  from  ihe 
'■Secretary  of  Treasury,  in  compliance 
with  the  House  resoiiiiion  of  tbe  7ih 
of  May  calling  for  information  in 
relerenco  to  clerks  employed  in  the  several 
Executiv  1  Departments  ot  (be  Government, 
referred  to  euiiim.tu-e  on  ilieeinl  M>rv.c>'. 

Mr.  Ketcbum  ot  New  Vorl:,  presented  tbe 
petition  of  fieorge  D.  Hull  and  tifly-one  oth- 
ers, citizens  ol  Ponchkeepsie,  New  York,  ask- 
ing for  pruteetion  »Kainsi  unjust  Statu  laws  in 
leferenic  to  insurance. 

The  House  then  at  4  30  o'clock,  took  a  re- 
cess until  7  30  o'clock  in  the  evening.

President  Johnson  has  pardoned  B.  Palmer 
of  .Murfreeslwro,  Tenn.,  formerly  a  Brigadier 
General  in  the  rebel  army,  on  the  strongest 
recommendation. 

The  President  bad  granted  pardons  to  tbe 
following  persons  held  for  criminal  offenses : 
Cbas.E.  Mould  of  111.,  now  under  arrest  for 
stealing  letters  tromthe  post  office  at  Chicago; 
George  Cook  of  New  York,  convicted  for 
smuggling  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  con- 
finement and  to  pay  a  hue  of$l()0,  and  Jas 
W.  Bowling  of  New  Y'ork,  also  convicted  of 
smuggling  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of 
$100,  and  to  be  imprisoned  for  sixty  days. 

The  War  Department  reports  that  of  its  em- 
ployees six  hundred  and  eighty-flve  were  in 
the  Union  army,  and  but  one  in  tbe  rebel 
army.  The  latter  was  appointed  to  a  place 
by  Mr.  Lincoln,  because  he  was  a  deserter  and 
was  obliged  to  have  some  occupation  that 
would  not  sutjject  him  to  recapture. 

The  suffering  in  Loui-siana  in  consequence 
of  the  prevailing  flood  is  considerable.  The 
people  in  the  overilowcd  districts  are  actually 
suffering  for  food. 

Tbe  council  who  has  been  in  Washington  a 
week  attending  to  the  preliminaries  for  Jeff. 
Davis'  trial,  has  gone  to  Fortress  Monroe  to 
consult  his  client. 

The  instrnctions  to  Mr.  Campbell,  our  Min- 
ister to  Mexico,  will  not  be  completed  till  the 
return  of  Mr.  Seward,  who,  it  is  said,  is  op- 
posed to  giving  any  decided  aid  tothj  litjcr- 
als,  for  the  reason,  it  is  also  said,  that  Oen. 
Logan  declined  tho  mission. 

'Ihe  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House 
have  received  letters  from  leading  lawyers 
throughout  the  country  in  opposition  to  the 
Senate  bill  reorganizing  the  present  judiciary 
system  of  the  United  States. 
ft  A  majority  of  the  Senaf"  Committee  on  tho 
District  of  Columbia  are  said  to  be  in  favor  of 
governing  the  District  by  a  commissioner,  and 
doing  away  entirely  with  the  election  ofa 
mayor  and  councils. 

Among  the  amendments  to  the  tax  bill  is 
one  taking  off  Irom  passengers  the  '2i  per  cent 
tax  saddled  upon  them  by  the  internal  reve- 
nue bill.  It  will  be  put  upon  the  corpora- 
tions. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  announces 
he  IS  prepared  to  redeem  Ijcforo  maturity  all 
certificates  of  indebtedness  fully  due  in  June, 
July  or  August,  ISfifi,  with  accrued  interest 
thereon,  if  presented  bsfore  May  3lst  and  that 
thereafter  such  ceitificate  will  cease  to  bear 
interest. 

It  is  reported  that  Spain  is  actively  prepar- 
ing for  the  coming  shock  ot  the  great  Euro- 
pean war.  Her  Mediterranean  possessions 
were  licing  reinforced.  It  was  thought  that 
an  oflcr  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  of 
mediation  between  Spain  and  her  enemies  in 
the  Pacific  would  be  very  agreeable  to  (he 
cabinet  of  the  (Jueen. 

Tho  President  has  pardoned  three  of  the 
Alexandria  rioters  sent  to  the  Albany  peni- 
tentiary last  winter.

KiLHot  UN  CiTV,  May  I'J.— The  railroad  and 
public  bridge  over  the  Wisconsii  river  at  this 
place,  was  entirely  deoiroycd  liy  fire  at  one 
o'clock  today. 

The  tiamcs  origiuat,  d,  it  is  supposed,  from 
the  sparks  of  the  locomotive  ol  freight  train 
No.  '5,  which  arrived  ul  I'i  AH,  and  in  switch- 
ing into  place  for  train  No.  li  ti  pass,  tbe  en- 
gine crossed  the  lirid#:e  twice.  In  a  few  mo- 
ments the  tiames  were  'liseovcrcd,  and  before 
anything  could  be  done  towards  extinguish- 
ing them  thu  whole  structure  was  in  a  blaze; 
and,  notwithstanding  'ic  railroad  company 
has  a  large  reservoir  ot  water  at  the  end  of 
the  bridge,  with  ample  hose,  etc.,  and  a 
watchman  constantly  on  duty,  whodidcvcry- 
tUiis  in  bis  power,  and  was  assisted  bv  the 
ciiizcns,  who  turned  out  in  large  nucibcrs, 
the  bridge  was  entirely  eonsanied. 

Tbe  Milwaukee  Htntinel  of  Monday  has 
the  loUowing  editorial  remarks  concerning 
the  dis;istcr,  uud  its  cITect  on  the  wheat  mar- 
ket: 

The  importance  of  this  diwister  may  bo  re- 
alized tiom  the  fact  that  making  no  account 
of  the  local  travel  that  passes  over  the  public 
highway  p;irt  of  the  i^ridge,  the  Milwaukee 
&  St.  P  ul  railway  has  been  hauling  over  it 
more  than  50,000  bushols  of  wheat  per  day, 
and  large  quantities  of  other  freight,  all  of 
which  trailic  will  have  to  be  suspended,  or  di- 
verted at  a  sacrifice  into  other  channels.  Ono 
effect  of  the  disaster  was  to  raise  the  wheat 
market,  already  abnormally  high,  nine  cents 
per  bushol  within  two  h  n  s. 

This  excitement  subsided,  in  a  measure 
however,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
St.  Paul  company  bad  made  arrangements  to 
put  all  its  rolling  stock  upon  the  Prairie  du 
Chion  road,  and  that  the  joint  tralfic  of  the 
two  would  not  be  diminished  more  than  2b 
per  ceut  by  the  accident. 

KillKjum  bridge  was  built  in  IS-i",  by  B  lom- 
cr,  of  Chicago,  and  cost  ab<jut  $25,000.  It 
was  4-30  feet  long,  and  seventy- two  feet  above 
tho  water,  of  tbe  Howe  truss  plan,  very  thor- 
oughly built,  and  (tie  best  railroad  bridge 
in  the  State.  Mr.  Buomer,  the  builder,  was 
telegraphed  for  on  Saturday,  and  left  yester- 
day morning  for  Kilbourn,  together  with  Mr. 
Merrill,  general  raanaser,  and  Mr.  Reasoner, 
Superintendent  of  tbe  St.  Paul  Railway,  for 
the  purpjse  of  makiu:,-  cstlm»tes  t.ir  the  re- 
building oi  the  bridge.  It  is  thought  that  this 
can  be  effected  wi'hin  fitly  or  sixty  days.  A 
hundred  workmen,  or  ihercabouts,  will  be 
placed  lit  work  u|)on  tho  new  structure  imme- 
diately.

Many  churches  have  suffered  large- 
ly by  him. 

—Judge  Smalley,  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  in  session  in  Boston,  has  or- 
dered an  indictment  quashed  against  a  party 
for  making  false  income  returns.  He  holds 
that  the  act  of  IS02  does  not  make  this  an  in- 
dictable offense.  The  act  of  June  30,  1865, 
does,  however,  make  the  offense  indictable, 
but  all  who  made  false  returns  prior  to  that 
date  escape  under  this  decision.

Ii;iuad  of  the  tinsel  ornaments 
worn  through  the  wint-r,  dresses  are 
3omet;mes  decorated  with  llowers  on 
pu'>ii(;  ocasions.  Ibis  ia  a  European 
fttjie.  The  bcd-lice*  are  trimmed  with  a 
fnnge  made  of  ll ower.'  :  and  in  place  of 
fashes,  liciwers  have  been  used  to  loop 
up  tuile  skirts,  while  bawthorne  branches 
with  llowers  and  I5enotion  chains  adorn 
the  head.  A  novel  design  for  an  even- 
»rg  dreas  ii  m  two  contrasting  colors,  as 
cf  rose  and  vrhitr;.  The  skirt  is  made  of 
alternate  breadtha  cf  the  two  colors,  each 
breadth  being  cut  to  a  point,  so  that  there 
•»  no  fullness  at  the  top.  The  seams  are 
covered  with  whir,,  pufriug,  black  lace 
running  through  tlie  centre,  and  there  is  a 
wide  ruche  around  the  bottom,  edged 
with  rose  satin. 

Morning  dre.sses  are  made  of  line  cam- 
bric or  pique,  in  white  or  very  light  deli- 
cate colors.  1  bey  are  sometimes  gored 
when  made  of'pitjue,  but  a  very  pretty 
morning  dre.ns  is  of  white  cambric,  the

»!o:h— which  are  e.\trtine!y  elegant,  but 
wtre  formerly  only  seen  at  sea-bathing 
places— have  been  worn  in  I'aris.  Those 
made  of  purple  are  docorateJ  with  black 
braid  and  jet  beads,  arranged  in  graceful 
sprays  upon  th,.^  bajciue,  shoulders  and 
sleeves.  Those  ol  white  are  not  so 
highly  ornauietitod  —  gimp  ornaments 
are  mterspor.sed  with  the  braiding  pat- 
tern 

The  basipiino  is  the  prevailing  style  ol 
cloak,  not  only  in  suits,  but  in  black  silk. 
Still  there  is  a  hesUattoy  with  many  about 
cutting  any  very  cosily  f.ib.  io  into  the 
tig'.it  titling  buMiuine,  as  tbisgaimt'iU  has 
been  jo  Iji'g  worn  that  it  i.s  lhi>Ui;bt  a 
ch,in»e  ol  some  kind  is  beloic  long  inev- 
itable. Most  ot  the  basquines  are  not 
now  straight  around  the  edge,  but  are 
cut  either  in  reiind  or  square  scollops. 
Tho.sc  with  throe  jioints  are  considered 
"stylish"- one  point  falling  at  the  back 
and  one  at  each  si.le.

A  novel  feature  of  dre.<s,  whi  -h  will 
probably  be  iiitroiluco  J  this  season  in  New 
York,  is  colored  hand  embroidery  on 
.shawls.  The  fabrics  on  which  the  work 
IS  done  are  China  crepe,  French  i-repe, 
fine  Cashmere,  etc.,  and  upon  white  or 
black  ftrounds.  A  border  is  made  of 
llowers  and  leaves  in  their  natural  colcrs. 
Lac  patterns  ui  a  Russia  stitch  are  some- 
times interspersed  with  these  llowers,  and 
the  edt'e  is  finished  by  a  rich  silk  Iriuge ;

Gold 
bands  are  worn  around  the  'irad  and 
gleam  out  from  li.TS  of  curls. 

In  ."(ilks  a  new  shade  is  woin.  Ic  is 
lilac  pink  and  is  becoming  to  most  com- 
plexions. A  new  material  called  Cham- 
bray  foulard  has  I'ccoiue  extremtly  fash- 
ionable. It  is  a  fabric  between  the  Cham- 
bray  gauze  and  taUelas  ia  texture,  and 
falls  in  regular  graceful  folds.  In  pearl- 
gray  it  has  the  appearance  ot  being  woven 
with  silk  threads.  It  is  worn  ia  stripes, 
in  white  and  cerise,  white  and  blue,  white 
and  mauve,  or  gray  with  colored  stripes. 
It  is  said  white  and  scirlet  will  be  the 
Parisian  summer  mixtures,  acd  white  fou- 
lard boddicos  are  trimmed  wi:h  these 
colors. 

Garibaldis  in  white  muslin  are  trimmed 
with  a  new  laiterial  in  cotton  that  looks 
at  first  glance  like  black  ribbou  and  Clu- 
ny  lace.  Some  of  these  waists  are  com- 
posed of  muslin,  lace  and  embroidery ,  and 
are  cut  square  at  the  ihroat :  others  cross 
like  a  neckerchief,  and  are  made  up  ol 
narrow  tucks  and  lace. 

Uiiherto  the  laces  in  use  have  been 
only  bhck  and  white.  But  there  arc  now 
to  be  Chantiily  laces  of  various  colors  to 
please  ail  tastes  and  suit  all  complex- 
ions. 

ICeeoiistriifiioii  in  Texas. 

The  work  of   practical  rcvionstruction 
does  not  seem  to  be  progressing  iaa  very 
liattering   manner  in  Te.\as.     A  Texan 
eorreepondeiu    of   the    New    York   Pvct 
says  that  from  the   time  of  the  surrendir 
last  year  up  to  the  issuing  of  the   Presi- 
dent's Amnesty  the  people  were  subdued, 
ready  to  submit  to  anything,  and  begin- 
ning to  denounce  the  secession   leaders 
who    Lad    seduced   them    into   rebellion. 
but  when  the  Amnesty  Proclamation  ap- 
peared they  found  that   they  v.ere  not  to 
be  punished    or   their   property  confisca- 
ted, and  the  leaders   at  once  cried  out, 
•'Wf   told   you   so;   the  Government  is 
iif'raidto  do  airjthini/,  iv.d  we   told  you 
we  would  keep  you  'barnless.''    The  ef- 
fect upon  th-  people  was  most  unfortu- 
nate, and  is  thus  described : 
j       "Ac    once    tfcey  rallied,   began    to    be 
I  clamo.-'jus  for   more  than  was   given,  to 
complain  ol   Ufion  men  holding   the  of- 
fices of  the  country,  to  which   they  had 
previously  submitted  with  apparent  con- 
tent, as  if   they  expected   nothing   less; 
violent  persecutions  of  Union  men  began, 
desperadoes  were  encouraged   to  resist 
the  laws   and  defy  the   officers,   and  in 
many  places  these  were  forced  to  resign 
The  common  people  lallied  to  the  sup- 
port of  their  leaders,  acd  in  many  places 
remote  from  military  posts  as  bad  a  state 
ot  atrairs  exists  as  at  any  time  during  the 
rebellion. 

The  L'cicn  men  bting  generally  peace- 
able, quitt,  law  abiding  citizens,  and 
having  no  dispcradoes  in  their  employ, 
are  c:mpeile'l  to  submit  to  almost  every 
icsulc  and  indignity,  being  frequently 
beaten  and  abused,  and,  in  fact,  hun- 
dreds have  been  actually  killed  since  the 
war.  The  courts  ol  the  country  are  a 
perfcK*  ftrce  in  many  jdace'.  Union  men 
being  thnatened  and  often  abused  for 
appearing  before  the  grand  juries  .-igainst 
disuiionists,  or  appearing  in  '■ourt  as 
witnesses  against  them,  even  in  obedimce 
to  a  subf.ana.  In  many  places  men 
openly  avow  ihey  do  not  con.sider  the 
amnesty  oa«h  bind-ng;  they  only  took  it 
to  enable  them  to  vote.  They  openly 
boa«t  themselves  rebels,  saylrg  they  glo- 
ry in  the  name,  and  curse  all  Union'men  : 
and  even  fha  llag— the  o!d  stars  and 
stripes— has  been  torn  down  when  hoist- 
ed, and  the  secession  fliig  put  up. 

These  things  are  openly  and  notor'ous- 
ly  taking  pl.ice  to  this  day,  and  I  have 
jjst  hrard  ihat  in  Parker  county,  in  the 
northwest  portion  of  the  Sta*e,  thrre  is 
a  party  banded  together  who  posted 
themselves  on  an  eminence  near  the  town, 
and  with  long  range  guns  fired  on  the 
Ccurt  House  for  two  days  in  succession, 
the  court  being  in  session.  'I  hcse  par- 
ties hadbern  indicted  for  offenses  against 
the  laws,  and  were  attempting  to  break 
up  the  court  because  it  was  nor,  com- 
posed of  fecesiion  or  disunion   officers."

Is  (he  niliilfetr)'  DeclliitUK  '■ 

The  Bound  Tabic  of  the  I'.Uh  inst., 
has  an  article  on  the  clergy,  in  which  it 
is  asserted  that  three-fourths  ot  tho  pul- 
pits of  the  country  aro  filled  with  per- 
sons who  would  fall  below  mediocrity  in 
any  other  pursuit,  aud  that  as  a  body  the 
ministers  fall  short  of  the  average  intel 
ligenco  of  the  educated  public.  Wo  will 
let  this  assumption  go  for  what  it  is 
worth,  and  give  the  causes  assigned  for 
the  decline : 

The  fault  lies  with  the  public.  In  its 
parsimonious  support  of  the  clergy  is  to 
bi»  lound  the  cause  why  they  have  deteri- 
orated to  a  point  where  many  of  them 
are  worth  uo  more  than  tho  conteiuplible 
salaries  they  command.  Such  a  deterio- 
ration is  inevitable.  It  is  impossible  that 
men  ot  culture  and  relincd  taste— and 
such  clergymen  should  be  — can  support 
themselves  aud  their  families  on  the  sala- 
ries they  receive.  Hence  men  of  this 
class  have  been  driven  into  professio-ial 
life,  and  their  places  filled  in  what  man- 
ner we  all  know.  Those  upon  whom  an 
iutlexible  sense  of  duty  have  prevailed, 
in  spite  of  such  pro.s'pects,  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  church,  soon  become 
ho|  elessly  dej-jcted,  their  temperament  is 
so  changed  that  they  lose  the  capability 
for  good  they  originally  possessed,  and 
themselves  live  on  from'day  to  day  a  pur- 
poseless and  almost  useless  life.  Dthers 
there  are  who,  disdaining  to  abandon  the 
cause  they  have  espoused,  have  the  reso- 
lution to  persist  in  it,  to  battle  bravely 
with  want  and  trial,  to  discharge  as  best 
they  m.iy  the  duties  of  their  high  calling, 
drawing  Uova  other  employments  the  sup- 
port their  profession  ought  to  provide, 
and  withdrawing  from  it  the  time  and 
stud^  it  needs. 

>\  e  cannot  get  away  from  the  fact  that 
tho  laity  are  grossly  wantin-  in  their  du- 
ty to  the  church,  to  the  community,  and 
to  themselves.  Men  would  no',  dare  ia 
their  own  interests  to  act  with  Euch 
contemptible  peauriousne.«s.  They  would 
recognize  the  folly  of  locking  lor  good 
service  in  return  for  the  least  possible 
outlay.  It  is  too  obvious  a  truth  to  be 
insisted  upon,  that  a  man  who  spends  the 
week  in  struggles  to  make  both  endi 
meet,  or  is  oppressed  by  fears  lest  hu  can- 
not satisfy  Lis  bu'eher  and  baker,  can  be 
neither  in  the  cjiidition  of  mind  nor  of 
body  to  discharge  the  duties  of  tho  pul 
pic ;  that  one  who  is  forced  to  derive  a 
livelihood  from  bis  pen  or  from  a  school 
can  have  no  leisure  t  j  prepare  the  servi- 
ces demanded  of  htm.  Men  ever  so  able 
must  inevitably  be  dwarfed  aud  broktn 
under  such  an  erdeal.  Those  who  have 
talents  and  ambition  will  never  subject 
themselves  to  it,  urless  actuated  by  a 
rare  sense  of  duty,  and  such  a  spirit  of 
sell-abnegation  as  to  resign  the  position 
those  ijualities  would  command  elsewhere. 
IIer.ce  the  ministry  is  deprived  of  (he 
class  of  men  vitally  essential  to  the 
church.  Hence,  too.'  it  is  filled  with  the 
ineflicient  race  that  brings  discredit  and 
ridicule  not  only.on  itself,  but  on  relig- 
ion. 

LM\e  iu  China. 

Meadow's  history  of  the  Chinese  and 
their  rebellions,  lately  published  in  Lon- 
don, is  the  most  philosophical  work  which 
has  yet  appeared  on  the  Chiuese.  A 
chapter  on  love  contains  the  foUowiDg 
story : 

A  Chinese,  who  had  been  disappointed 
in  marriage,  and  had  grievously  suffered 
through  women  m  many  other  ways,  re- 
tired with  his  infant  son  to  the  peaks  ol  a 
mountain  range  in  Kweichoo,  to  a  spot 
quite  inaccessible  to  little  footed  Chinese 
women.  He  tr.iired  the  boy  to  worship 
the  gods  and  stand  in  awe  and  abhorrence 
of  the  devils ;  but  he  never  mentioned 
women  to  him,  always  descending  the 
mountain  alone  to  buy  food.  At  lengih, 
however,  the  infirmities  of  age  compelled 
him  to  take  the  young  man  with  him  to 
cirry  the  heavy  bag  of  rice.  As  they 
were  leavir;g  the  market  town  together, 
the  son  suddenly  stopped  short,  and, 
pointing  to  three  approaching  objec's, 
cried,  "Father,  what  are  thci>e  things  i* 
Look  !  look !  what  are  they .""  The  fat  her 
hastily  answered  with  the  peremptorv  or- 
'^"'  'iJ"^"  away  your  Lead;  they  are 
devils  ."■  The  son,  in  .some  alarm,  turned 
away,  noticing  that  the  evil  things  were 
gazing  at  him  with  surprise  from  behind 
their  ia.Ts,  He  walked  to  the  mountain 
<op  in  silence,  ate  no  supper,  and  from 
that  day  lost  his  appetite  and  was  alHicted 
with  melancholy.  For  some  time  his 
puzzled  and  anxious  parent  could  get  no 
satisfactory  answer  to  his  inquiries  ;  but 
at  lergth  the  young  man  burst  out,  crying 
with  inexplicable  pain,  "Oh,  father,  that 
tallest  devil !  that  tallest   devil,  father  !"' 


"Limitless*'    Power. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  that 
the  few  nominations  sent  into  the  Senate 
are  the  only  appointments  that  are  being 
made.

The  lolUiwiug  list  is  very  full,  uud  embraces 
ucarly  every  building  in  town.  In  so  extend 
ed  :i  survey,  errors  will  unavuidaldy  occur, 
but  great  care  has  Iveii  taken  to  ha\e  the  lists 
and  esiimat«;s  as  liuthlul  as  possilde.  There 
are  pvobdMy  ouiis.sious,  pri>.K'clcd  houses,  for 
mstanee ,  but  the  list  ol  thcso  could  not  bo 
made  up  entirely  without  public  nolico  to 
those  eoueerued,  iliiough  the  papers,  rciiuest- 
ing  dctail.s. 

Sime  the  survey   was  coniiueiiied,  llio  re- 
porter sees  new  cdiilces  springing  up  on  every 
side,  but  the  generality  ot  these  arc  small  ten 
emcuts,  built  by  the  owners  In  lieu  of  rent- 
ing. 

The  estimates,  in  most  instances,  have  been 
obtained  lioni  the  owners  or  contractors,  or 
from  experts  or  hearsay;  and  when  these 
sources  01  int'ormatlou  tailed,  the  next  best 
th.ng  was  done- careful  guessing.

Work  has  lieen  eommcni-cd  on  tlio  lower 
end  building  oi  ihe  block  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Pence, 
the  owner  and  the  basement  walls  of  are  up. 
Mr.  Kadelill  is  the  architect.  The  edilieo  will 
hsve  a  frontage  of  2('i  feet  on  liridgo  street  and 
Hennepin  avenue,  and  73  l"«et  ;•  inches  on  the 
S.|uare,  and  be  three  stories  and  basement  in 
h-ight.  The  building  will  cost  81-5,l'00.  and 
the  stylo  will  be  strikingly  ornamental  to  the 
biisine.-'s  puriion  of  the  town.  The  site  is  one 
ot  the  finest. 

The  southern  cjrner  of  the  block,  fronting 
on  Washiugton  .\vcnue  ami  Nicollet  street 
will  be  occupied  by  the  lino  Imilding  of  the 
First  National  Uaii'k.  It  will  be  three  stories 
in  height,  and  will  cost  al«)ut  jfl'-.tM'O.  Its 
dressed  stone  front  and  side  walls  on  the 
street  will  proscntnn  imposing  appearance.

Adjoining  Iledderly  &  Vroman's,  F.  W. 
Traeger  is  erecting  a  hansoine  two  story  and 
basenitut  Stone,  with  front  of  cut  stone, 
very  ornamental.  The  building  will  be  J3.\100 
feet, and  the  plan.s  were  prepared  bv  C.  H. 
Conwell,  architect— a  new  feature,  atid  one  of

Co.,  which  will  have  a  handsome  front  of  cut 
stone,  two  stories  and  basement,  and  lie  GO 
feet  wide  by  14.5  feet  in  depth.  The  first  floor

The  new  school  b'aildini;  now  being  erected 
upon  the  site  of  the  one  destroyed,  will  be  a 
large  lour  story  edifice,  built  iu  the  most  snb- 
stanri.il  manner,  of  dressed  limestone.  32  feet 
in  width  by  .52  iu  depth.  The  plan  of  the  ex- 
terior is  somewhat  in  the  Italian  style  of 
architecture,  with  the  high  modern  roof.  A 
graceful  portico  will  adorn  the  cntraccs  from 
4th  and  oth  streets.  In  the  basement  will  be 
the  flpartmeuts  of  the  Janitor,  the  wood  room 
and  tour  large  andpowcrlu!  furnaces  for  heat, 
ing  the  building.  The  three  Iloors  above  will 
each  contain  four  larcc  school  rooms  28  feet  6 
inches  by  23  feet  6  inches;  and  spacious  halls 
l'.i  lect  wide,  and  stair  case,  occupy  the  centre 
ot  she  builuing.  The  three  fijors  are  admira- 
bly ajranged  with  clothes  roouH  and  vesti- 
bules, hot  uir  and  ventilation  llues.  The 
fourth  story  is  13  feet  in  bright,  and  is  intend- 
ed lor  lectures  and  operations  in  chemistry 
anil  philosophy.  When  finished  the  school 
house  will  be  the  linesi  building  in  town,  and 
will  cost  not  far  from  30,000  dollars.

Beside  nee  of  .lames  Snow,  constructed  on  a 
modern  plan,  intended  to  give  beauty  and 
cheapness — style  French,  two  story,  26x30, 
with  an  outset  of  4  feet  and  an  ell  12x33,  with 
spacious  wood  shed- four  rooms  above  and 
four  below,  besides  pantries  and  sheds.

We  nave  from  thu  lips  of  a  Virginia  geotle- 
nian,  who,  within  the  last  week,  visited  fort- 
ress Monroe,  the  citadel  that  holds  .Jefferson 
Divi^^.  a  narritivc  of  the  inner  domestic  life 
of  .Mr  Davi«,  and  that  of  his  devoted  and  cs- 
thnable  wife,  who,  through  the  humanitv  of 
I'rtsiileiil  Jotiiisnn,  is  allowed  to  be  uaar'liim 
and  vi>it  bun  daily.  The  narrative,  besides 
being  interesting,  is  far  more  truthful  than 
the  scn-ation  stories  of  Northern  correspond- 
ent-, whose  only  slock  in  trade  consists  in 
iinaeiiiatiou. 

Soon  after  lau  ling,  and  while  walkinc  by 
tbe  fort,  our  narru:i>r  had  tbe  le.i.uire  of  ob- 
serving .Mr.  Davi,:.  l.ctwten  U  acd  IJ  o'clock 
in  tbe  foreu'on,  taking  his  customary  walk 
npon  Ibe  ramparts  of  the  fort.  From  that 
diMaiii  e  he  looked  weak  and  emaciated,  and 
n.ied  a  ciue  for  support,  llii  suit  was  the  old 
fannliir  eray,  in  which  he  so  nften  nppe  ireil 
t.)  ihe  ciii«-;us  ut  Uiehmond,  i:s  his  erect  form 
strided  back  and  forth  through  Capitol  square, 
iti  and  from  the  Presidential  R'ansioa  and  his 
oiSce  ia  tho  Custom  house.  His  hat  was  the 
broad  brimmed  tslt,  also  f.imilidr  to  our  citi- 
zens, and  which  he  alwaya  wore  in  taking 
his  rides  to  th^  lines  around  Uiehmond. 

Subsequently  the  ;:entlcnian  had  a  pleasant 
Interview  with  .Mis.  JeUerso-.  D.ivis.  at  the 
reoideU'j-:i  of  Dr.  Cooper  ihe  Post  Surgeon. 
He  found  Mrs  Davii  ■'  at  home,"  in  an  apart- 
ment comlortably  though  not  elegantly  furu- 
ishcd,  and  sh.i  did  not  seem  to  want  itir  any- 
thing. Her  convcrsatum  was  the  same  that 
so  often  ebartued  visitors  when  she,  the  wife 
of  the  President  of  a  brave  nation  slru!.'gliug 
tor  their  liberties,  dispensed  the  eouriciles 
and  hospitalities  of  thu  Presidential  mansion. 
She  spoke  tr»lv  and  teciingiy  ot  the  h-'aith 
of  Mr.  Davis.  Though  weak  from  long  con- 
finement and  wantot  change  of  air,  his  gen- 
eral health,  shi-  thootfht,  "-as  good,  and  his 
spirits  had  revived  ^-ince  she  had  been  permit- 
ted to  visit  and  l>c  nigh  him. 

Mrs.  Davis  .spoke  warmly  and  frc'iuentlv  of 
tbe  kindness  of  Dr.  Cooper;  also  of  hll'the 
officers  of  the  fort  and  p  )st.  she  was  dress- 
ed in  blac'-c  si. k,  h:r  u:.ual  todi-tto  ia  Rich- 
ra  ind,  and  without  ornament,  aud  seemed 
happy  in  the  privilege  allowed'  her.  Her 
■  ounge.st  daughter,  'itorgio,  is  with  her,  a 
beautiful  lirtle  eirl,  wiih  somewhat  of  -adness 
in  her  eyes  and  face.  Th  i  other  children, 
leff  iind  an  older  daughter,  are  m  .Moulrcal, 
(Jiiiflda.  Mrs.  Davis'  old  dinini;  room  serv- 
ant, Kredoriek.  who  waited  at  the  Presiden- 
tial nmi)>.ion,  is  al-o  wi'h  her.  He  s.iv.  be 
never  intends  to  leave  her.  and  is  sxec  iling- 
iv  attentive,  almost  .tnticipaiing  her  wants. 
tie  acconpanit'd  Mrs.  Davis  and  the  children 
in  their  jairnev  to  CLarlotte,  N.  C,  previous 
to  the  fall  of  Itiohmond,  and,  heedless  of  the 
allurements  of  the  Yankees,  has  remain<  d 
true  to  the  en<l  Tbe  .•southern  people  will 
not  lorgc.t  this  laiihlul  negro,  who,  though  a 
Iref'lman  by  the  result  ot  the  war,  elects  to 
remain  the  trustworthy  servant  s  ill. 

Mrs.  Davis'  narse,  Mary,  is  al.soat  the  fort- 
ress, in  attendance  upon  little  fieorgie  She, 
too,  ii  very  devoird  and  attentive  to  the 
heait^i  and  wants  of  her  uilstrpss,  oy  which 
name  she  yet  .iddresses  her.  .Mrs.  Davis,  in 
the  course  of  conversa'ion,spoko  kindly  and 
feelingly  of  the  Southern  people,  and  "their 
condolente  ixprcNScd  lor  herself  and  hHsl>.ind 
tonehins  the  siiiiation  in  which  the  latter  bad 
been  pUced  by  the  untoward  Inrtunu  of  war. 
She  expressed  a  desire  to  sec  some  of  the 
leading  .Southern  newspapers,  and  in  this 
connection  alluded  to  the  Kichraoml  JCxamm 
er,  expressing  ber  gratitude  at  its  altered  and 
Koftened  lone  of  comment  upon  the  Kx  Pres- 
ident. For  this  we  claim  no  credit.  Mr.  Da- 
vis is  a  prisoner,  not  .i  felon,  and  so  long  as  it 
is  attempted  to  make  him  one,  he  will  Und  in 
this  journal  a  champion  and  defender  to  the 
last. 

In  the  course  of  Mrs.  Davis'  recent  inter- 
views with  her  husband,  Mr.  Davis  expressed 
himself  as  much  relieved  and  gratified  liy  the 
the  fact  that  an  indictment  against  him  had 
been  found.  He  now  hoped  for  a  speedy 
trial ;  he  wasca.sy  in  his  mind  as  to  the  result. 
Mrs.  Davis  W.1S  of  the  opinion  that  the  im- 
provement in  hH  spirits,  though  apparent  from 
her  first  comint,  liad  increased  since  thean- 
nonncement  of  the  finding  of  the  indictment 
against  him.

The  liuancial  panic  culminated  late  Thurs- 
day afternoon,  the  10th,  in  the  suspension  of 
Overend,  (iurney  A  Co.  Their  business  was 
ci>n\erted,  in  .Vugust  last,  into  a  limited  Ifa- 
liility  eompanr,  with  a  nominal  e.ipital  of 
i;>,000,000  sterling,  ot  which  IL.'iOO.OOO  was 
piid  np.  The  liabilities  are  stated  at  from 
tlO.iKiil.OOO  to  £12.000,0110  sterling.  Tho 
breakdown  is  attributed  to  heavy  speculative 
sales  of  shares,  which  forced  them  down 
from  10c  premium  to  below  par.  Buyers  be- 
gan to  get  alarmed,  and  the  draw  on  iho  lOth 
was  very  heavy,  .\ssistance  was  asked  froni 
the  Bank  of  England,  but  they  declined  to 
grant  anv,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  in 
vain  in  a  crisis  like  this,  to  assist  one  estab- 
lishment unless  they  were  prepared  to  help 
other  appiiesilions  us  well.  It  WB«  too  late  to 
make  a  call  on  the  th-ireholders"  or  take  any 
step.  The  doors  of  tho  e.<tablishment  were 
consequently  closed. 

Ou  the  bdlowiog  moreicg  (,Prii|ftv)  intense 
excitement  prevailed  in  the  bnancla'l  circles  ol' 
I/indon,  Liverpool,  and  other  centres,  and 
business  was  almost  suspenfled.  The  Times 
of  tbe  r.'tb,  in  its  city  article,  suys:  "The 
Dank  of  Kngland  yesterday  raised  its  rate  of 
discount  from  s  to  0  per  cent.,  and  special  ad- 
vances to  10  per  cent.  The  pressure  was 
great  even  at  these  terras,  and  it  was  only  on 
^unexceptionable  bills  that  accommodation 
could  be  obiniued.  Meanwhile,  >id>litional 
and  nios*  scriou.?  disasters  were  hourly  an- 
nounced, 'luc  first  was  that  ol  acompara- 
lively  small  nank— the  Kngiish  Joint  Stock- 
tor  i;S0,WO  sterlim:.  Then  came  .that  of  Pet" 
«i  Kelts  for  i,"  1,000,000  sterlinir;  then  that  of 
W.  Siiriniptim,  r.iilway  contractor,  for  D^OO-, 
000  and  finally  it  was  understood  that  the  Im- 
perial -Mercantile  Credit  Association,  whose 
paid  up  capital  is  half  a  million  sterling,  and 
the  Con.solidaicd  DiiOouut  Corapanv.with  a 
paid-np  capital  of  £aiO,0{K)  sterling  must, 
with  extremely  be.ivy  cominitmeuts,  pa  s  into 
liquidation. 

"  The  assets  of  I'eto  &  Betts.even  under  the 
inoct  depressed  cirrunistances,  are  estimated 
at  live  iiiiliion  bterlini:,  and  ic  is  eonlidintly 
assumed  ih.U  in  a  Khort  tune  preparations  lor 
the  adjustment  of  all  claims  can  be  submitted. 
F.very  one  will  hope  that  this  may  lie  the 
ca'ie,  for  Sir  Mort<mP£toaod  his  partner  rank 
prominently  with  them  who  have  carried  tho 
lame  of  English  entcrorise  to  all  parts  of  the 
globe,  while  they  have' commanded  high  per- 
sonal regard  in  all  sections  among  their  coun- 
trymen. It  is  already  known  that  several 
failures  among  dealers  will  he  announced  in 
connection  with  the  approaching  half  monthly 
Settlement  on  the  Stock  Exchange.  A  large 
number  of  country  bankers  were  in  London 
to  confer  with  their  London  agents  to  provide 
against  all  danger  from  loi'.il  runs. 

In  the  Liverpool  cotton  market  lliere  was  an 
increased  panic  at  tho  commenci'ment  on  Fri- 
day, but  less  unsteadiness  at  the  close.  .A.t 
Manchester  there  was  a  complete  panic.  At 
Glasgow,  the  iron  brokers  sesolved  to  suspend 
business  till  Monday .'lu  the  produce  markets 
at  London,  prices  were  almost  wholly  nomi-' 
nal.  Taking  into  account  the  depreciitit»n 
thai  has  simultaneously  occurred  in  the  En- 
glish funds,  railway  and  foreign  .securities, 
&c.,  the  diminution  in  tho  market  value  of  this 
property  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  may 
be  considered  to  reach  $130,000,000  sterling, 
to  .•^ay  nothing  of  losses  in  cotton,  cotton 
goods,  iron,  and  other  articles.  The  Times,  ia 
an  editorial,  says :  "1(  anything  can  justify 
tho  suspension  of  tbe  bank  charter  act,  the 
panic  which  swayed  the  city  two  and  fro  on 
Friday  may  excuse  the  step,  although  we  be- 
lieve tho  reign  of  terror  was  approaching  its 
end,  and  would  have  speedily  ceaseil,  hid  no 
infraction  of  the  bank  law  been  permitted. 
Even  now  it  is  probahlo  that  the  lieense  al- 
lowed to  tho  bank  will  bo  used.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  denied,  that  about  midday  yester- 
day the  tumult  became  a  rout.  The  doors  of 
most  respectable  banking  houses  were  l>eseig- 
8<1,  more,  perhaps,  by  a  mob  actuated  bv  the 
strange  sympathy  which  makes  and  keeps 
mobs  U>getber,  than  by  tbe  creditors  of  the 
banks,  and  the  throngs  tearing  and  tumbling 
about  Lombard  street  made  that  thoroughfare 
impassible.  Such  an  excitement  on  all  sides 
has  not  been  witnessed  since  the  great  crisis 
of  1SJ5  Each  man  exaggerated  the  suspicions 
of  his  neighbor,  and  until  a  report,  at  that  time 
unfounded,  was  circulated  in  the  afternoon 
that  Government  had  authorized  the 
lank  directors  to  issue  five  millions  addition- 
al in  notes,  it  seemed  as  if  the  fear  and  dis- 
trust of  the  commercial  world  had  suddenly 
become  boundless.  The  statement  was  base- 
less at  the  time,  but  served  to  allay  the  panic, 
which  Lad  no  solid  foundation.  Even  the 
announcement  of  Peto's  suspension  did  not 
revive  the  panic  in  its  first  intensity,  and  the 
statement  of  Other  stoppages  produced  iittlo 
effect." 

The  action  of  the  government  was  announ- 
ced in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Friday,  at 
midnight,  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  who  had  been 
engaged  all  the  evening  in  consnltation  with 
bank  ITS  and  others,  who  represented  to  him 
that  the  panic  in  the  city  was  without  parallel 
in  tho  huancial  history  of  the  country. 

AirfiTRIA,  PRUSSIA  AND  ITALY. 

The  qneation  of  war  is  overshadowed  for 
the  moment  by  the  financial  panic.  There  is 
no  modification  in  the  threatening  aspect  of 
afl'air.4. 

'Ihe  Times,  in  a  summary  review  of  affairs 
on  the  Utb,  says  :  The  whole  Prussian  army 
and  great  todies  of  troops  are  massed  along 
the  frontiers.  Austria  is  bringing  into  the 
held  every  man  she  can  raise,  and  it  is  enough 
to  say  that  the  whole  nation  is  panting  lor 
war. 

There  were  rumors  of  communications  by 
Franco  and  England  with  Austria,  with  a 
view  to  prevent  an  outbreak,  but  nothing  de- 
finite. 

The  city  ol  Venice  is  said  to  be  elo.sed  to 
trhllic  lioni  without.  Italian  and  Germ.in 
.iou Dials  had  become  mure  reserved  in  their 
accounts  of  ai  maments  and  military  intelli- 
^•ence. 

The  Provinci.il  correspondence  of  Berlin,  in 
announcing  the  mobolization  of  the  entire 
I'russian  array,  says  the  uation  may  be  as- 
sured that  the  government  is  willing  to  main- 
tain peaee  it  it  can  be  done  with  honor  and 
due  regard  lo  Prnsmian  into'osts.  It  is  stated 
that  Prussia,  in  reply  to  the  Austrian  dispatch 
of  May  4,  relative  to  tbe  Duchies,  expressed  a 
•*L.li  to  enter  into  fresh  negotiations  upon  an- 
other ba,-.is,  since  that  now  proposed  is  not 
suitable  for  a  starting  point 

The  Bavurian  government  has  ordered  the 
immediate  moiiiiization  of  the  entire  Bavarian 
army  A  numl>er  of  petty  (i<  rinan  ».)vereigns 
had  been  In  coT.f.renec  at  Hertciiiiiurg,  luit 
the  result  is  notstated.

Sitttislicfi  of   the  Army. 

When  I'resident  Lincoln,  in  April,  18(31, 
called  for  75,000  malitia  for  three  months  ser- 
vice, tho  army  of  the  United  StaUs  had  on 
its  rolls  14,000  men.  During  the  ensuing  four 
years  2,688,o21  men  enlisted,  of  which  2,408,- 
1-5.3  left  the  army  alive.  Of  the  balance,  OG,- 
098  died  in  battle  or  of  wounds,  while  184,331 
died  of  disease.  The  number  of  white  troops 
enlisted  was  about  2,.500,000 ;  the  number  of 
deaths  amimg  them  were  2.)1,122,  or  one  ont 
of  ten  men.  Tho  number  of  colored  troops 
was  180.000,  of  whom  '20,298  died,  or  about 
one  out  of  six,  being  nearly  double  the  rate 
of  the  d^ths  among  the  white  troops.  On 
of  every  nine  deaths  among  the  blacks,  one 
ded  on  the  Held  and  eight  of  diseaae.  Tbe 
mortality  among  the  volunteers  was  nearly  15 
per  cent  greater  than  among  the  regulars.

The  capitol  building  hnmed  down  a 
lew  year,  ago,  and  La,  not  since  been  re- 
erected,  on  account  ot  the  strife  of  halt  a 
dozen  town,  to  secure  to  them.elve.  the 
seat  of  the  State  government,  but  by  a 
late  vote,  it  is  decided  by. handsome  ma- 
jority, that  Salem  i.  to  mjoy  the  honor 
Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  erect  a 
capitol  worthy  thif  young  and  promising 
State.  ^ 

Salem  is  also  the  .eat  of  Marion  county, 
and  haa  long  enjoyed  an  exten.ive  repu- 
tation for  anperior  schools.    Among  the 


died,  but  by  no  means  so  many  as  we 
have  all  supposed.  The  results  of  the 
most  careful  inquiry,  compared  with  the 
agreeing  judgment  of  competent  obser- 
vers, indicate  that  the  deaths  by  exposure 
and  casualty  incident  to  the  war  and  its 
transitional  experiences,  do  not  exceed  a 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand.  It  is  true 
that,  of  those  who  followed  our  armies, 
and  especially  of  those  wLo  were  crowded 
m  unsheltered  camps  as  '"contrabands," 
a  frightful  percentage  died  outright ;  and, 
if  all  the  blacks  in  the  South  had  been 
similarly  exposed,  the  per  ccntage  of 
deaths  wonld  have  reached  the  figures 
heretofore  assumed ;  but  it  seems  to  have 
been  quite  forgotten  that  the  large  major- 
ity ot  the  blacks  were  not  inside  our 
lines,  and  were,  therefore,  not  stilled  in 
camps  or  abandoned  upon  the  march. 
They  were  building  rebel  earthworks,  or 
driving  rebel  wagon  trains,  and  raising 
corn  and  cJffton  for  the  rebel  army. 
They  were  the  very  legs  upon  which  the 
confederacy  .itood,  and  without  which  it 
could  not  have  stood  as  it  did. 

Senator  Doolittlc  drew  a  most  touch- 
ing picturb  of  the  dissolving  African 
view,  "enbrged."  as  the  artist  would  say, 
from  a  very  limited  photograph.  He  had 
learned  that  in  certain  counties  of  cer- 
Uin  States,  there  were  bul  half  as  many 
negroes  since  the  war  .is  there  were  be- 
fore the  war.  Immediately  his  best  ban- 
danna was  needed,  and  he  summoned 
the  entire  company  to  weep   with    him. 

He  bad  not  heard,   it  seems,    that  in 
V  irginia  there  are  more  negroes  than  ev- 
er before;  in  the   District   of  Columbia 
twenty  thousai.d   more   than   before  the 
war ;  and  in  Texas  an   increase   ol   one 
hundred  and  filtcen  per  cent,  upon  the  to- 
tal black  population  of  the   State.     Nor. 
had  the  late  vice  president  of  the  confed- 
eracy informed  Lim,  as  he  might  have  in- 
formed bim.  that  Southern   Georgia  and 
Alabama  are  .  rowded  with  refugees  from 
lennessec,  Mississippi  and  South  Caro- 
lina; nor  could  he  be   expected   himself, 
as  a. Northern  man,  to   be   aware  ot    the 
very  largn   immigration    from  the  border 
states,  which  La?  made  dusky  (aces  more 
than  twice  as  numerous  as  formerly  in  all 
the  free  states. 

But  if  these  somewhat  suggestive  facts 
had  been  known  to  him,  and  had,  in  a 
statistical  group,  been  set  over  against 
the  drsappearan.:.:  of  a  few  thousand 
blacks  from  a  halt  dozen  counties,  his 
bandanna  nii;;ht  have  been  spared  the 
extra  washing,  and  the  country  might 
have  msfalized  upon  m  re  substantial 
griffs. 

There  is  just  a.s  mi.h  rea.-ion  to  expert 
the  white  population  of  the  United  States 
to  disappear  before  the  blacks,  as  to  ex- 
pe.;t  that,  the  black  will  disappear  bi  fore 
tt.e  white.

The  whole  ot  that  fertile  territory  ex- 
tending from  the  river  to  llerwick's  May 
will  undoubtedly  be  deluged,  and  the  de- 
struction ol  property  will  be  beyond  com- 
putation. Planters  who  have  been  en- 
deavoiing  by  almost  superhuman  exer- 
tions to  build  up  their  broken  fortunes, 
are  asrain  sent  forth  from  their  homes  by 
the  pursuing  waters — exiles  from  the 
Eden  they  so  love.  Incalculable  distress 
must  follow  this  terrible  visitation  ot  the 
angry  flood,  and  for  a  season  at  least 
the  most  beautiful  portion  of  our  f.iir 
State  will  be  a  trackless  waste. 

The  State  Engineer  has  given  up  the 
broken  levees  in  despair,  and  until  the 
riv;r  talis  in  summer,  the  allegator  will 
course  over  tieMs  which  a  tew  days  since 
were  putting  on  their  spring  smiles  ot 
promise. 

The  calamity  will  be  sutliciently  wide- 
spread to  ruin  thousands  upon  thousands 
of  our  people.  We  trust  that  a  gener- 
ous hospitality  will  be  extended  to  tho 
wanderers  who  so  suddenly  had  to  turn 
their  backs  upon  their  homes. 

The  Cieriuan  Qiirsiion. 

"MalakolL"'  tho  Paris  correspondent 
of  the  New  York  limes,  writes  thus  con- 
cerning the  prospect  of  a  war  between 
Austria  &'  Prussia : 

"But  will  there  be  war  in  Germany!' 
One  day  the  news  is  all  for  war  and  the 
next  day  all  for  peace.  Count  Bi.'marck 
has  agreed  vaguely  to  disarm,  but  every- 
body says  that  it  is  his  role  to  fight ;  that 
he  is  not  iu  the  logic  of  the  situation  un- 
less he  does  fi^ht,  and  that  come  what 
will  he  means  to  fight  and  will  accept 
of  nothing  else.  Austria  is  a  first-class 
power  in  the  I^uropean  Areopagus,  while 
Prussia  is  only  a  third-rate  power,  and, 
therefore,  uo  power  at  all.  Count  Bie- 
mark  intends  to  change  all  this,  and 
make  Prussia  a  first  class  power,  no  mat- 
ter what  else  Austria  may  be.  The 
Schloswig-Uolstein  affair  serves  for  the 
long-waited  for  pretext.  The  aid  of  Italy 
ana  possibly  ol  Hungary  are  the  auxiliaries 
which  render  the  enterprise  a  feasible  one. 
Who  can  blame  Count  Bismarck  ?  Withtte 
aid  of  the  naval  ports  acquired  on  the 
north  by  the  absorption  of  Schleswig  and 
llolsteiu,  and  by  the  acquisition  of  terri- 
toiy  iu  Germany,  which  is  now  hostile  to 
Prussia,  the  latter,  even  if  she  loses  the 
Khenish  provinces,  may  become  a  first- 
class  power,  and  ihat  is  exactly  what  the 
towering  ambition  of  M.  Bismarck  is 
after,  and  what  he  will  certainly  have  un- 
less Austria  crawls  ia  the  dust  before 
him.  But  Austria  does  not  now  look  in- 
clined to  crawl  any  further,  for  while  she 
is  otTering  to  disarm  in  the  North,  she  is 
arming  on  the  grandest  stale  in  the 
South,  and  when  Count  Bismarck  sue 
ceeds  in  forcing  on  the  war,  he  will  find 
that  the  first  hard  blows  will  be  struck 
by  Austria. 

A  friend  at  Ytiiice  s-.'nds  me  a  (iroda 
mation  of  the  AuMrian  ar.fhoritie.'s  in  that 
city,  which  had  just  b^en  posted  on  the 
walls,  and  which  calls  t>  arms  the  re 
serves  as  far  back  as  l.>Ciij.  The  Italian 
reserves,  of  course,  arc  dtslincd  for  the 
North,  while  the  German  soldiers,  in  case 
ot  war,  will  replace  them  in  the  ocuth. 
Austi in  evidently  touiidtrs  the  situation 
gr;  vc.

A  correspondent  of  the  St.  Louis  Be- 
publican  furnishes  some  extracts  of  Mor- 
mon sermons  delivered  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Tabernacle.  Here  is  what  Heber  C. 
Kimball,  the  first  Yice  President  says  in 
one  of  his  Sunday  discources.  This  fel- 
low is  the  Chief  Prophet  and  leading 
Bishop.

I  never  study  my  sermons,  and 
when  I  gef  up  to  speak,  I  never  know 
what  I  am  going  to  say  only  as  it  is  re- 
vealed to  me  from  on  high ;  then  all  I 
say  is  true ;  could  it  help  but  be  so,  when 
God  communicates  to  you  through  me  ? 
The  Gentiles  aie  our  enemies  ;  they  are 
damned  forever ;  they  are  thieves  and 
marauders,  and  if  they  don't  like  what  I 
say  they  can  go  to  hell,  damn  them ! 
They  want  to  come  here  in  large  num- 
bers and  decoy  our  women.  I  have  in- 
troduced some  Gentiles  to  my  wives,  but 
I  will  not  do  it  again,  because  if  I  do,  I 
will  have  to  take  them  to  my  houses  .ind 
introduce  them  to  -Mrs.  Kimball  atone 
house  and  to  Mrs.  Kimball  at  another 
house,  and  so  on,  and  they  will  say  Mra  ' 
Kimball  such,  and  .so  on,  arc  wc  -  -. 
They  are  taking  some  ol  our  fairest 
daughters  from  us  now  in  Salt  Lake  Citv, 
damn  them.  If  I  catch  any  of  them  run- 
ning after  my  wives  I  will  send  them  to 
hell !  and,  ladies,  you  must  not  keep 
their  company,  you  sin  if  you  do,  and 
you  will  be  damned  and  go  to  hell. 
What  do  you  think  of  such  people .'  They 
hunt  after  our  fairest  and  prettiest  women, 
and  it  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  they  would 
rather  go  with  them  damrcd  scoundrels 
than  stay  with  us.  If  Brother  Brigham 
comes  to  me  and  says  he  wants  one  of  my 
daughters,  he  has  a  right  to  take  her,  and 
I  have  the  exclusive  right  to  give  hpr  to 
whom  I  please,  and  she  has  no  right  to 
refuse  ;  if  she  does  she  will  ibo  damned 
forever  and  ever,  because  she  belongs  to 
me.  She  is  part  of  my  llesh,  and  no  one 
has  a  right  to  take  her  unless  I  say  so, 
any  more  than  he  has  a  right  to  take  one 
of  my  horses  or  cows. 

"All  the  Federal  Governor  has  to  do 
13  to  pay  the  Legislature  and  administer 
justice.  Are  the  Governors  our  masters  ? 
No,  sir,  not  for  me;  they  are  our  ser- 
vants. We  have  our  apostoli.'  govern- 
ment. Brigham  Young  is  our  leader,  our 
President,  our  fjovernor.  I  am  ii  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  ;  aiut  I  a  terrible  feller  ! 
Why,  it  has  taken  all  the  hair  off  my  head 
—at  least  it  would,  if  I  hadn't  lost  it  be- 
fore. I  lost  it  in  my  hardships  while  go- 
ing out  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  (iod 
without  purse  or  scrip. 

"(To  the  Gentiles.)  Ob,  don't  be 
scared  at  me.  Come  up  to  my  house  and 
see  me;  I  will  give  you  some  peaches 
and  make  you  happy.  I  have  two  sons 
abroad  prtachirg  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Brother  Brighim  says  they  are  good  boys. 
It  makes  me  proud  to  hear  it.  1  want 
the  time  to  come  when  I  can  send  out  fifty 
sons  to  preach,  all  at  one  lick.  Come 
and  see  me  ;  1  will  give  you  some  peach- 
es, I  will  give  you  some  apples  ;  I  would 
give  you  some  meat  if  I  had  it,  but  I  am 
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Joliu  P.  Siockiou. 

The  lat«  Uniwtl  States  Senator,  Joltn.  T*

Up  to  within  a  week  no  clue  to  tho  murderers 
had  been  obtained ;  but  the  other  day  the  wife 
of  the  murdered  man  and  a  man  named  Thur- 
wcll  were  arrested,  and  are  now  confined  in 
jail,  charged  with  coiumitting  the  murder.  It 
is  reported  that  Thairwell  ha.s  confessed,  and 
states  that  he  had  lived  with  Houseman  and 
became  criminally  intimate  with  his  wife; 
that  various  attempts  bad  been  made  to  poi- 
son Houseman,  which  failed  and  tiually  bo 
shot  him;wbile  he  was  asleep  lu  bed ;  that  Mrs. 
Houseman  bad  a  tub  ready  to  catch  the 
blood,  and  that  they  thus  succeeded  in  mur- 
dering the  man  and  afterwards  conveyed  the 
body  to  the  river,  tied  a  rope  around  his  neck 
and  put  a  weight  to  it  to  prevent  the  body 
from  rising,  and  threw  it  in— the  woman  tak- 
ing on  active  part  iu  all  these  acts.

PuiLvuELfiiiA,  May  19.— Tho  Academy  of 
Music  was  crowded  to  night  to  its  fullest  ex- 
tent by  an  enthuMastic  audience  of  ladies  aud 
gentlemen,  to  listen  to  speeches  by  Senators 
Cowan  and  lloolitlle,  in  support  of  Presideut 
Johnson.  Henry  Lemon,  Kj<i'i  occupied  tho 
chair. 

Senator  Ihiolittle,  after  treating  tho  subject 
of  tho  rebellion,  and  the  pre.<>eut  issue  lieiuru 
the  country,  declared  that  ihe  man  who  denies 
the  I'nion  of  the  Stales,  tuider  the  Constitu- 
tion, is  himself  a  disnniouist.  He  related  the 
many  culnmnies  that  had  beeu  raised  against 
the  personal  character  of  the  President,  aud 
cxprtssed  bis  tirm  l>elief  that  no  man  living 
was  more  assiduously  and  conscientiously  en- 
gaged ill  the  discb.irgo  of  bis  duty  to  his  coun- 
try than  Andrew  Johnson.  He  iiliisiratcd  the 
policy  of  President  Lincoln,  in  tho  rccomnicn- 
dalioii  of  Louisiana  and  Arkansas  to  admis- 
sion into  the  I'nion,  which  policy  hud  lieen 
endorsed  at  the  Ilaltiiiuiro  Convention,  and 
by  a  majorily  in  both  houses  ol  Congress,  a 
year  ago,  to  show  that  the  policy  of  President 
Johnson  was  not  a  new  one,  but  thut  it  whs  in 
obedience  tu  the  wishes  of  ihe  I'uiun  party. 
Instead  ol  the  President  proving  false,  Ino 
men  who  were  n>w  leading  the  L'nion  party 
were  pet vortini;  its  grand  ubjecis  aud  inien- 
tio-  s— the  restoration  of  ihe  Union  and  the 
eiiforieiiu  nt  of  the  laws. 

Senator  Connn  lollowed,  in  an  able  argu 
mcut.  iu  deliu<e  o(  ."Uslaiiiiiig  the  law  by  Mr 
tue  of  which  tin-  ri'lielllon  ha'l  been  crii>hod. 
The  President's  plan  ot  veeonstriietion  relies

If  tho  Southern  peo- 
ple had  not  iorgotteu  their  oWdiencc  lo  the 
Constitution,  there  wonhl  have  lieen  no  rebel- 
lion. Hi)  wii.s  opposed  to  any  aiiiendincnt  of 
tho  Constitution  at  the  present  lime.  [Hreat 
and  continued  Bjiplaiise  ]  As  indorscrs  of  the 
President's  policy  he  would  menti'm  Seward, 
Stanton,  Welles,  Orant,  ,'^hernmn,  Muade, 
Hancock  and  others.  [Vociferous  cheering.] 
On  the  other  hand,  in  opposition,  he  plaecu 
the  nanus  of  sii  vcii.-..  Butler  and  others. 
[MinyUd  hisses  and  slicli'  «ppl«iise  ]  In  ooii- 
clusiou,  Mr.  Cowan  said  that  his  hope  was  in 
the  virtue  and  intc^rrity  of  the  people,  bulb 
North  and  .-soHth.  The  Southetu  people  had 
suUered  severely,  and  now  w«»  the  time  to  ex- 
tend mercy,  utter  they  had  surrendered  to  the 
law.

Nv.w  York,  May  31. — The  Panama  .Vnrand 
Herald,  extra.  May  13,  has  the  following: 
The  United  States  steamship  Vanderbilt  and 
the  monitor  Monadnock  ariivcil  in  the  harbor 
of  Panama  on  the  evening  ot  the  l'2th  Inst., 
having  sailed  from  Callao  on  the  3d.  By  these 
vessels  we  have  news  ot  the  result  of  the  boin- 
Ijanlment  of  Callao. 

Cn  Ihc  'Jd,  at  niK>n,  the  notion  commenced 
from  the  shore  batteries,  their  lire  being  re- 
turned by  the  Berenguehi.  Villa  do  Madrid 
and  Ilii-.uca  on  the  northern  side,  and  tho  Nii- 
mancis,  Kcsolntion  and  Alamansa  on  the 
South.  The  Villa  dc  Madrid  and  lierencuela 
were  so  badly  damaged  early  in  the  tight  that 
they  were  obliged  to  withdraw  to  San  Loren- 
zo, and  they  were  afterwards  followed  by  the 
Numancia  and  the  rest  of  tho  ticct,  all  more 
or  less  d-imaged. 

The  Spanish  admiral,  Nunez,  is  said  to  have 
been  badly  wounded  during  the  engagement. 
Senor  Golvcz,  secreuiry  of  war,  was  killed  by 
the  explosion  of  a  battery. 

The  light  lasted  uotil  4  o'clock  in  tho  after- 
noon, when  It  terminated  by  the  withdrawal 
of  the  Spanis  fleet. 

Very  little  damage  has  been  done  to  Callao, 
only  a  few  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  proper- 
ty Ix'ing  said  to  be  destroyed,  exclnsive  of 
what  the  batteries  suffered.  'I'en  Peruvians 
are  reported  killed  and  'JO  wounded.  Noth- 
ing reliable  has  been  heard  of  the  loss  on  the 
side  of  the  Spaniards,  but  it  is  supposed  to  be 
very  heavy. 

Owing  to  the  short  time  which  elapsed  be- 
tween the  tcrminatioii  of  the  engagement  and 
the  departure  of  the  Vanderbilt.  that  vessel 
brings  us  no  luriher  intelligence,  nor  was  it 
Kni'wn  whether  the  Spaniards  intended  to  re- 
ntie  the  attack,  but  it  is  supposed  .  they  wiil

THE  FREEDMEN'S  BUREAU. 


Circular  from  Gen.    Howard. 


War  Uei'AUTMunt,  IIlrlai  of  J 

KtlH;EES,FRKKl)MEN&  AUANllOV'l)  LANDS,  C

In  order  to  answer  numerous  inquiries  from 
ollicers.  Agents  and  ethers,  und  if  possible, 
prevent,  misunderstanding  wilh  regard  to  the 
change  of  organization  in  this  Bureau,  this 
circular  is  issued. 

First. — The  Cominissioiicr  recommended 
some  time  since  that,  the  functions  of  the  Mil- 
iiary  Commander  of  the  State  und  of  Assist- 
ant Commissioner  be  exercised  by  the  same 
officer,  wherever  practicable.  This  is  being 
cll'ccted,  as  in  Virginia  and  Mississippi.  It 
is  not  done  in  condemnation  of  the  Assistant 
Commissioners,  who  have  labored  hajd  and 
successlully.  but  to  secure  a  more  prompt  and 
etfectivo  administration  than  can  otherwise 
be  done. 

Second.  The  Commissioner  calls  the  atten- 
tion of  all  officers,  officially,  to  reports  in  cir- 
culation as  to  acta  of  severity  and  cruelty  to- 
ward freedmcn  on  their  part,  as  to  careless- 
ness in  rendering  their  monthly  account,  and 
other  offenses.  Kvery  ofllcer  or  agent  already 
accused,  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  a  tho- 
rough vindication  before  a  court-martial,  but 
the  occasions  for  such  trials  are  to  be  depre- 
cated, and  they  must  be  forestalled  by  a  tho- 
rough system  of  inspection,  and  a  prompt  re- 
moval of  all  untaithjul  ofTicers. 

Third.  Special  attention  is  again  called  to 
the  ditflcalt  duty  of  caring  for  the  indigent, 
where  the  incense  anxiety  prevails  to  get  rid 
of  the  bureau.  Surely,  State  and  county  offi- 
cers will  make  some  arracgement  to  relieve 
the  General  Government  of  this  expense. 
If  the  county  olTlcers  or  overseers  of  the 
poor,  will  adopt  proper  measures,  the  indus- 
trial and  government  farms,  which  are  now 
so  much  complained  of,(can  be  dispensed  with 
In  order  to  meet  an  emergency,  when  the 
whole  system  ot  labor  was  deranged,  the 
Commissioners  urged  the  forming  ot  joint 
companies  for  the  encouragement  of  the  emi- 
gration of  iho.se  accustomed  to  free  labor,  so 
as  to  afford  promptly  as  many  examples  as 
possible  of  the  successful  employment  of  ne- 
groes under  a  free  system.  Apparently  in 
keeping  with  these  regulations,  a  few  offlcers 
have  invested  their  own  means  jointly  witjj 
citizens  in  the  planting  interest.  Iknow  of  no 
law  or  regulation  of  the  army,  or  of  this  Bu- 
reau, against  this;  yet,  as  it  will  almost  inev- 
itably lead  to  corruption,  as  it  has  already  to 
bitter  accusations,  hereafter  such  investments 
within  their  own  jurisdiction  by  ofllcers  on 
duty  in  this  Bnreaii  are  strictly  prohibited.

deck  load,  to  no  purpose,  she  being  water- 
logged ;  a  plank  must  have  sprung  Irom  her, 
thus  letting  the  water  in  rapidly.  .She  wag 
nearly  new  and  owned  by  James  Craig,  Esq., 
of  this  city.  A  tng  has  been  despatched  to 
bring  her  in.

This,  tlie  county  scat,  has  nniil  recently 
been  tho  residence  of  the  aristocracy  and 
wealth  of  ihe  county,  but  who  have  just  had 
a  terrible  and  laial  attack  of  linaocial  cholera 
by  the  collapse  of  Culver,  Penn  &  Co.,  to  the 
tune  of  over  a  million  of  dollars — many  of  its 
prominent  citizens  l>eing  reduced  from  afUu 
enceto  poverty.  Yesterday  the  saiil  Hon.  C. 
V.  Culver,  representative  from  this  Congres- 
sional district,  who  resides  here,  came  homo 
on  a  visit  aod  was  arrested  on  various  otl'ense.'i 
and  held  to  bail  in  near  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  His  failure  is  estimated  al  live  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  it  Is  doubtlol  il  there  aro. 
any  assets  beyond  paying  prefetrcd  creditors. 

Sndi  credulity  and  such  credit  was  hardly 
ever  bestowed  upon  any  one  manor  llrm,  and 
in  like  ratio  have  the  public  been  grossly  and 
criminally  deceived,  both  banks  and  individ- 
uals. The  extent  of  the  disaster  is  still  un- 
known. While  others  subscribed  and  paid  in 
their  money  for  stock  iu  the  diU'crcnt bunks  in 
which  this  honorpblc  was  imcrestcd,  he  sub- 
scribed largely  and  in  :i  great  measure  thereby 
controlling  these  banks — as  we  are  inl'ormcil 
by  his  creditors — and  abo  that  t^e  late  inves- 
tigations showed,  instead  of  paying  a  single 
doUur  for  hss  stoik,  he  went  to  New  York, 
gave  the  banks  ciedii  in  the  banking  house  ol 
Cnlver,  Penn  A  Co  ,  to  the  amount  of  hi) 
stock,  and  so  lived  and  thrived,  and  gave  hii 
entertainments  at  an  expense  of  Si5,000  to 
the  foreign  capitalisls  at  Piiholc  and  the  like, 
and  pretended  to  scatter  bountitul  chanties 
almost  like  the  wind,  and  finally  busted,  ami 
ail  this  on  other  people's  money.  His  name, 
that  six  mouiht  ago  elicited  almost  universal 
praise,  now  creates  almost  universal  anathema.

This  is  a  very  unfortunate  piece  of  advice 
to  appear  in  connection  wi'h  Mr.  Chaise's  as- 
says, which   Mr.  H  .  has   ushired  in  with  so 
much  dignity  and  Christian  fortitude;  never- 
theless, it  shows  which  way  the  tide  is  set- 
ting.   It  not  only  reveals  the  motives  of  these 
Minneapolis  men,  but  It   implicates  their  pli- 
ant tools,  both  at  home   and  abroad.

ever  ready  and  willing  to  obey  tho  behests  of 
thoie  supplying  the  needful— iar  they  say  that

Had  the  word  ''Idnho"  liccn  labeled 
npon  this  unlucky  specimen,  it  would  doubt 
less  have  received  dno  attention,  and   a  more 
creditable  and  c-vndid  notice,  since  it  appears 
from  Mr.  Hancock's  preface  that  the  learned 
Rcntlcinan  /i<js  been  there,  and  really  cur/ht  to 
know.    But  wc  do  not,  by  any  means,  wish  to 
abuse  one  of  Aunt   Khody's    illustrious  sons 
for  not  finding  gold  in  pebbles  taken  from  St. 
Anthony  Palls,  nor  from  promiscuous  talcoso 
projecting:  into  Lake  Vermilion  ;  but,  it  is  our 
prerogative  to  show  up  any  and  all  signs  and 
evidences  ol    cither  ignorance  or  duplicity. 
The  rights  of  others  are  merged   in  his  state- 
ments and  professional  declarations  published 
to  the  world.    F.nterprise  and   large  sums  of 
money  have  gone  forth  to  develop  the  hither- 
to hidden  trcasnres  of  Lake  \  ermiliou.  Hard- 
ships h  ive  been   endured,  even  lo  tho  death 
of  two  its  noblest   patrons.    Too   much  has 
lx;cn  done,  and  in  process  ot  doing,  to  devel- 
op these  mines  to  be  set  aside  by  unfair  and 
not  half  made  experiments.   The  whole  thing 
Is  preposterous.    Would  any  business  man  of 
any  character,  means  or  caution  select  such 
a  man  as  was  sent  to  the  mines  by  that  asso- 
ciation, and  tbat,  too,  when   it  was  impossible 
for  even  a  learned  man  to  make  any  reliable 
investigations,   il  they  were   truly   honest  in 
their  intentions  and  actions  r    Certainly  not. 
The ,  very     antipodes    of     snch    a    course 
would  have  been   pursned,  if  for  no  other 
purpose  than  to  escape  tbe  inevitable  shame 
of  Ijcing  tirandcd  as  "  knaves  or  fools."    No, 
sir;  the  association  which  Mr.  H.  professes  to 
represent  is  neither  knavish  or  foolish  enough 
not  to  know  that  a  careful,  full  and  exact  scl- 
ectific  exploration,  made  under  tho  most  fa- 
vorable  circumstances,  with  the   most  com- 
plete means  of  examining  all  tho   facts  there- 
with connected,  is  not  only  essential,  bnt  rfe- 
maruled,  if  Irnlh    is  what  is  songht  for.    Nei- 
ther wonid   any    man,  with    a   decent  regard 
for  his  private  and  business  character,  risk 
trampling  down  the  rights  of  citi/.cns  and  the 
general   interests    of  his    native    or    adopted 
State,  by  measures  any  less  stringent.

Tbe  usual  quiet  of  our  town  has  not  been 
disturbed  by  anything  wortiiy  of  note ;  but 
in  fullillmcut  of  my  promise  I  will  "dress 
up"  a  few  iteais  for  the  perusal  of  your 
readers. 

.Several  iicw  buildings  are  in  process  of  erec- 
tion this  season  ;  among  them  I  notice  that  of 
Chas.  Prazer,  the  size  of  which  is  20xo0  feet, 
aud  is  designed  for  store  purposes.  Clark 
T.tus,  Ksq.,  is  also  building  a  shoe  store  suf- 
ficiently large  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  boi  t 
and  shoe  trade  in  this  section.  Thomp.son  & 
Case,  whose  store  was  burned  down  last 
spring,  are  making  arragements  to  rebuild 
this  season  ou  the  site  where  their  first  build- 
ing stood. 

The  Yankee  Mills,  now  owned  and  carried 
on  by  Quayle  i"t  Friend,  of  this  place,  arc  kept 
running  day  and  night,  and  make  an  excel- 
lent brand  of  llour.  Large  quantities  of  it 
arc  sold  to  merchants  in  Mankato  and  else- 
where, and  its  superiority  is  undisputed.  The 
mill  is  in  good  condition  now,  and  is  superin- 
tended by  Mr.  (Jiiaylo. 

1  understand  that  KIdcr  E.  P.  Kvans  is 
abviut  to  assume  the  position  of  "  mine  host" 
in  the  ho'.el  here.  The  building  is  owned  by 
D.  F.  Curtiss,  of  Boston,  from  whom  the  El- 
der has  a  power  ot  attorney.  I  believe  he  has 
sued  out  the  present  occupant,  Mr.  Lagrange, 
who  will  retire  on  the  '2Hb  inst.  I  met  E.  P. 
on  the  street  the  other  day,  when  ho  told 
me  he  had  engaged  in  a  new  branch  of 
busiucss— that  of  preaching.  Sure  enough  a 
lew  .Sabbaths  .igo  he  occupied  the  pulpit  in 
Farmer's  Hall,  and  discoursed  eloquently  on 
the  doctrines  of  Spiritualism  to  an  attentive 
and  admiring  congrcg.ition.  He  is  a  very 
iluout  speaker,  and  handles  his  suijcct  with 
masterly  skill.  lie  will  "locate"  soon.  Per- 
mit me  to  slate  how  the  elder  acquired  his 
nuiucrom  titles.  When  he  first  came  here  it 
was  simply  E.  P.  Evans;  after  a  while  tbe 
"Esq."  was  added.  Duriug  our  Indian  trou- 
bles he  was  successively  appointed  Lieuten- 
ant, Majar,  Colonel,  and  while  he  was  South 
last  summer  purchasing  dogs,  with  which  to 
hunt  Indians,  he  received  the  cognomen  of 
"Bloodhound  Evans."  His  present  address 
is  "Major  Evans,  the  bloodhound  Elder." 
But,  despite  all  these  honored  titles,  he  is  one 
of  onr  best  citizens,  and  possesses  more  en- 
ergy and  public  spirit  than  any  six  men  in 
the  country.

Mrs.  S.  C.  Clark  has  opened  a  millinery 
shop,  which,  for  ihe  present,  will  l>c  at  her 
residence.

.■Vfter  many  years  of  patient  waiting,  we  are 
soon  to  have  a  substantial  bridge  across  the 
Watonwan  at  this  point.  It  is  estimated  that 
it  will  cost  about  $2,600,  though  the  contract 
has  been  let  to  S.  C.  Clark,  Esq., 
at  S2.4')0  Tho  county  famishes  Sl,.30O  in 
bonds,  and  S'l'.OO  special  tax;  §100  will  be 
paid  in  from  the  Internal  Improvement  Fund 
of  that  state,  voted  fiy  the  I.ogislature,  and 
the  balance  is  made  up  tiy  a  town  tax  of  $600 
■vhich  was  levied  la<t  fall.  The  site  where 
the  bridge  is  to  lie  built  is  betiveen  tho  two 
mills,  near  the  upper  crossin?.  The  bridge 
will  be  220  feet  in  length,  and  have  four 
spins.  The  piers  arc  to  be  five  feet  high, 
tilled  in  with  stone.  A  good,  substantial  rail- 
ing will  be  placed  on  each  side  to  prevent  ac- 
cidents. It  is  to  be  finished  and  ready  for 
nse  t)y  November  1st. 

Tho  town  has  voted  a  tax  of  ST  ,200  (or  a 
second  bridge  to  be  erected  near  the  lower 
crossing,  provided  the  citizens  raise  glPO, 
making  the  whole  amount  sixteen  hundred 
dollars,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  bridge.  The 
amount  will  undoubtedly  be  raised,  ns  we  are 
second  lo  no  other  town  in  the  county  in  rais- 
ing public  subscriptions.  At  the  present  time 
our  county  cannot  boast  of  a  single  bridge, 
the  one  across  the  Blue  Earth  at  Vernon,  and 
the  Le  Sueur  at  Tivoli,  having  been  washed 
a"ay-  O.  D.

Thecommi:!  .-.wLen  I  wis  at  Iloehoster, 
was  sele  ■tin','  grounds  far  t'j-.'  State  Fair, 
to  be  held  O  tobcr  n-;\t.  Last  win'tr 
the  State  board  ollered  the  fair  to  Kocbes- 
ter,  Uwatocna  or  Karibau!',  whichever 
town  presented  tha  most  liberal  offer. 
Rochester  came  forward  in  a  truly  chival- 
rio  style,  and  offered  the  grounds,  build- 
ings and  enclosures,  and  I  believe  they 
will  malce  their  promise  good.  This  is  a 
big  thing  for  an  inland  country  town  to 
undertake  with  lumbsr  at  from  twenty- 
seven  to  thirty  dollars  a  thousand,  yet  it 
shows  that  the  citizens  are  fully  alive  to 
their  true  interests,  and  know  how  to 
appreciate  tbe  sources  whence  thf-y  derive 
their  prosperity.  Everything  in  tbw  town 
and  around  the  town  is  agriculture.  Thfv 
have  wheat  for  breakf.'»ar,  wheat  for  din- 
ner, wheat  for  supper.

The  I^ew  Vork  Labor  strikes— 
Their  Kcsiilt. 

Frcin  the  Kew  Yojk  Evcniiis  Post. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  strikes 
that  have  been  successful,  according  to  report ; 
House  carpenters,  for  83  .50  a  day ;  bolt  work- 
ers, against  a  reduction ;  plumbers,  for  S4  a 
day ;  fresco  painters,  for  an  increase  of  .50 
cents  a  day ;  horse  shocrs,  higher  wages  on 
various  .scales;  pencil  case  makers,  "higher 
waces;  duck  builders,  for  ?.3  and  StJ  a  day. 

1  here  have  been  unsuccessful  strikes  as  fol- 
lows :  I'amtcrs,  for  cisht  hours;  longshore 
ship  painters,  for  eight  hours;  horso  col- 
lar makers,  foV  higher  wages;  also,  har- 
ness makers,  musicians,  lightermen  of  Brook- 
lyn, longshoremen  of  lirooklyn,  Brooklyn 
house  painter.i,  carpenters  of  Brooklyn,  plas- 
terers of  Brooklyn,  Brooklyn  masons",  Brook- 
lyn quarrymen  as  laborers,  Jersey  City  plas- 
terers and  brick l.iyers,  all  for  higher  w.iges; 
ropemakers  ol  \Villi:iinsburg,  for  reduction  ot 
time;  laborers  in  shipyards  and  ship  painters, 
for  eight  hours;  city  railroad  car  drivers  for 
fifty  cents  a  day;  and  hod  carriers  for  higher 
wages.  Some  of  tlta  strikes  were  compr.i- 
mi.scd  or  were  partly  successful,  and  n  few  of 
the  men  receiving  higher  wages.  Among 
them  were  the  stone  cutters  and  daggers,  tin 
and  flate  workers,  stone  masons,  oash  and 
blind  makers,  Brooklyn  bricklayers  and 
plumticrii;  (luarrymcn  of  New  York,  and  the 
mxson  latjorers  of  Jersey  City. 

The  strike  of  the  ship  carpenters  and  calk- 
ers  still  continues.  Ueductlon  in  rates  for  la- 
bor have  been  made  by  a  number  of  large  es- 
tabluhraeats  and  companies.  The  understan- 
ding of  nearly  all  business  men  in  New  York 
IS  that  the  condition  of  trade  and  manufac- 
tures, the  general  market  having  a  downward 
tendency,  \fln  not  admit  of  an  increase  of  the 
wages  of  labor  in  any  of  its  departments, 
and  that  there  must  be  a  considerable  re- 
duction in  the  present  rates,  possibly  m 
the  course  of  the  year.  This  will  be  when 
the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life  h.ave 
fallen.

Thi*  was  the  eastern  limit  of  the  liie, 
thcogh  the  bl'ick  of  six  onestury  buildings 
telow  Wire  all  vacated  by  the  iniuat..s.  In 
the  meantime  the  t]amcs  were  spreading  in 
other  dirtctit'ns.  Above  the  place  where  the 
fire  crigioatt^d,  on  the  same  side  of  the  s'rcct 
the  f"llow;rs:  tiijl<,'in£s  were  totally  de- 
fciroyed :

This  was  a  fine,  5ub,stantially 
built  three  story  stone  building,  known  as  the 
Cosmopolitan  Hotel  and  owned  by  the  Scc«hd 
National  Bank  of  St.  Paul.  It  was  worth  about 
iTJO.OfjO,  upon  which  there  was  an  Insurance 
of  Sr,,()»0  in  the  St.  Paul  Fire  and  Marine  In- 
surance Company.  Bcchtncr  4  Kottmann.ihc 
lessees,  who  recently  furnishc<l  the  Cosmo- 
politan Hotel  ID  a  sumptuous  inanncr,  at  a 
coft  of  about  SIO,000,  were  heavy  ioscrs.  In- 
iorance  io  the  Home,  of  St.  Paul,  of  §1,000.

Tnis  completes  the  list  of  buildings  totally 
destroyed  by  the  disastrous  fire  of  ye«lerday 
iiftemoon,  though  there  arc  many  other  .■suf- 
ferers to  smaller  amounts.  J.  K  ('..  M.  I>aily, 
fur  dealers,  in  the  three  story  brick  building 
adjoining  the  Cosmopolitan,  hsd  the  front  of 
^elr  house  pretty  well  burnt,  buj 
having  no  projecting  cornice,  the  fire  was 
kept  out  of  the  building,  and  the  injuries  arc 
only  external,  though  the  damage  tu  tbe 
goods  is  considerable.  Insured  fully  in  the 
St.  Paul  Fire  &  Marine. 

Dr.  Schell's  office  was  decidedly  scorched, 
and  tbe  glass  and  sash  destroyed.  Tbe  Doc- 
tor, however,  refused  to  remove  an  article 
from  bis  well -famished  roomn,  and,  consc- 
fjnently,  they  are  in  good  condition. 

Henry  Sistermann,  saloon  keeper,  lostsomtj 
by  slitrht  bnrcisg  and  removal  of  turni'.ure 
and  goods. 

AuicustScbulcr,  cutler,  was  cuiripelled  to 
Tacate,  and  loses  a  small  sum  in  damages  by 
fire,  water,  breakage  and  stealage. 

Mr.  Tuehelt,tob.irconist,  moved  his  large 
stock  of  gfrfids,  but  his  building  was  saved. 
Jndg«!  Wilkin,  and  other  legal  gentlemen 
bavlng  omocs  in  the  Brown  Ul«»ck,  were  very 
busy  in  saving  -heir  libraries  and  fumitare, 
which  they  fortunately  succeeded  in  doing, 
tboagh  at  considcrab^o  trouble  and  disad- 
vantage.

U  bile  the  ilames  were  rushing  madly  down 
Third  street,  barning  the  ir.inij  buildings  so 
rapidly  that  all  ctlort.s  to  slay  them  were  fu- 
tile, two  att-iiipts  wore  made  to  blow  up  the 
two  story  iVai.io  building  owned  by  11.  Weber. 
in  order  to  prevent  the  burning  of  tho  l>ro«u 
block  in  front  and  the  block  oi'  low  frames 
next  to  the  Hope  Engine  House.  The  pjw- 
dcr  was  placed  in  a  basement  rL>oiii  at  the 
rear,  in  tho  hope  that  tho  lower  walls  would 
be  blown  out  and  the  building  tumbled  down 
tho  bluiV.  Wc  judge  that  the  iiuantity  of 
powder  was  not  large,  for  the  report  was  not 
loud,  and  the  building  was  not  much  jarred. 
Credit  is  duo,  however,  to  tho  gallant  fellows, 
whoso  names  we  did  not  learn,  for  the  cilort 
they  made  to  stay  the  coniUigratiou  at  so 
much  personal  risk.

Many  citi/^ons  are  also  ileserv  ing  ol  great  credit 
for  laI>oriDg  like  Troj&ns  to  the  same  end.

'ihe  inability  ot  our  engines  to  cope  with 
such  a  tire  as  that  which  occurred  yesterday, 
is  admitted  by  all.  This  arises,  net  from  the 
incifie'icncy  of  the  gallant  leilows  by  whom 
they  are  ctticcred  and  manned,  but  from  the 
difficulty  of  getting  water  in  some  parts  of  the 
city,  and  the  height  of  many  of  the  buildings, 
which  require  machines  of  greater  power. 
The  safety  of  the  city  demands  at  least 
two  powerful  steam  tire  engines.  No  one 
who  has  seen  the  steam  tire  engines 
wotk,  and  who  was  a  spectator  of  yes- 
terday's contlagration,  will  hesi'ate  to  say  that 
two,  or  even  one,  steam  engine,  would  have 
prevented  the  l>arning  of  every  building  that 
was  consumed  yesterday,  save  perhaps,  the 
one  in  which  the  fire  originated.  The  aggre- 
gate of  losses,  leaving  out  of  account  those 
sustained  by  disarrangement  of  business, 
would  purchase  tour  or  live  steam  engines. 
The  amount  saved  by  lower  rates  ot  insurance 
each  year  in  the  city,  would  provide  one  or 
two.  With  a  knowledire  of  the  danger  to 
which  the  eiiy  is  subjected,  itseems  the  highih 
of  impro\idcucc  lo  delay  tbe  purchase  of  en- 
gines "f  this  character  for  a  single  month. 
We  hc^pe  the  Couucil  and  the  public  will  not 
kt  this  matter  rest  until  another  disaster 
awakens  us  to  its  importance.

Nash  re- 
ceived an  order  to  have  transportation  ready 
in  St.  I'ilul  by  the  llSth  of  May,  to  carry  Uen. 
Sherman  to  Lake  Superior,  and  promptly  at 
the  day  named  Gen.  Sherman  arrived,  but 
those  having  the  reccptiijii  business  in  charge 
bud  licen  ruisled  by  reports  that  he  would 
not  ••■c  hero  in  tiaie,  and  consequently  only 
one  mcpi'jcr  of  the  committee.  Gen  Avcrill, 
was  at  the  levee  to  rcrdive  him. 

Gen.  Sherman  arrived  at  Mcndota  yester- 
day alternc-on,  and  finding  tbe  steamer  Gray 
about  to  start  fjr  ;.  t.  Paul,  he  came  down  on 
her,  and  arrived  at  the  levee  at  an  hour  when 
half  tbe  town  was  witnessing  the  uptown 
conflagration,  and  consequently  there  were 
no  pu''lic  deraonsirations  in  bis  honor.  In 
fact  he  went  up  to  the  Intcrnftiional  in  Gen. 
Avcrill's  earriage,  with  bis  staff, 
Col.  J.  C.  Mc<:ay  and  Col.  J.  D. 
Bingham, walked  into  the  oflicc  and  registered 
bis  name  without  any  parade  whatever.  But 
tbe  news  that  the  hero  had  arrived  spread 
over  the  city  like  wild-iirc,  and  members  of 
the  committee  on  reception,  among  whom 
were  Gen.  Marshall,  Gen.  Avcrill,  Ex-Gover- 
nor Miller,  Gen.  Sibley,  and  Mayor  Prince 
were  50on  on  hand  and  made  an  informal  call 
upon  him  at  his  room,  and  tendered  him  tbe 
hospitalities  of  the  city.  They  explained  the 
reason  why  there  was  no  formal  reception, 
that  he  had  caoght  them  unprepared,  etc.,  to 
which  the  General  laughingly  responded: 
"  I'm  mighty  glad  of  it."  In  the  course  of 
the  conversation,  which  was  entirely  informal. 
Gen.  ."^htrman  said  that  he  would  probably 
remain  here  until  the  middle  ot  next  week  ; 
that  he  would  prefer  to  remain  rather  <iuict 
for  a  day  or  two,  but  would  be  glad  to  re- 
ceive oit;i  crs  and  soldiers  who  had  serv- 
ed under  liim  without  any  ccro- 
mcny  whatever;  that  lie  would  spend  the 
Sabl*ath  with  Gen.  Alexander  at  Ihe  Fort,  but 
on  Mond.iy  would  be  at  the  di.sposal  of  the 
public,  throui.'h  their  rommittccs.  The  com- 
mittee .subsc'incntly  met  by  thmisclvrs,  and 
agreed  to  make  a  formal  call  on  the  General 
this  morning  at  'J  o'clock,  when  it  is  presumed 
the  programme  for  public  demonstrations  will 
>>c  agreed  upon. 

Wc  understand,  if  k  shall  be  agreeable  to 
General  .'^hcrman,  the  committee  will  arrange 
for  a  serenade  at  the  International  early  Mon- 
day evening,  and  a  banquet  at  the  Merchants 
at  a  later  hour. 

M  it  will  be  impossible  for  all  our  citiiiens 
to  take  Gen.  Sherman  by  Iho  hand,  the  com- 
mittee intend  that  all  f^hall  have  an  oppor- 
tnnity  of  seeing  liim.

Mr.  Uanilall  of  rcniiMylvani.i  asked  that  tho 
bill  be  put  upon  its  iKiSM.igc. 
Mr.  McKucrot  Calilornia  idijccted. 
The  lidl  was   then  recommilied  with  leave 
to  rfport  «t  any  time. 

Mr.  Srhcnck  of  flbio,  from  the  Coiiiiiiittec 
on  Military  Allairs,  reported  b.ick  a  subilitutc 
for  the  iMiiint.v  bill,  and  a.iked  the  Uouso  to 
pas.s  it  imnieiiately,  appealing  to  memlierN  to 
lorcgo  jiny  arguments  in  its  favor,  and  saying 
that  they  might  have  an  opportunity  lo  de- 
liver them  ,soine  Saturday  I'jr  inllucncc  on 
the  .'^cnate.  Uc  moved  the  previous  qufs- 
tion. 

Mr.  Ward  of  New  York  asked  hliii  whether 
he  would  not  allow  n  substiiuto  for  llie  bill  lo 
lie  offered. 

Mr.  Schenck  declined  lo  do  so,  and  the 
House,  by  a  vote  of  81  to  21,  seconded  the 
previon.s  ijucstiou. 

Mr.  Ward  inijuired  of  tho  .S|)caUrr  whelhcr 
there  was  no  means  to  discuss  a  bill  that  in- 
volved an  expenditure  of  ifJi)0,0O0,oO(l. 

The  Speaker  re|dicd  that  there  was  not 
when  the  llou.so  seconded  the  demand  for  the 
previous  question. 

Mr.  Stevens  called  lor  tho  rending  of  the 
oiiginal  bill,  which  was  done.  It  ditlcrs  from 
tho  substitute  somewhat. 

Mr.  Ward  of  New  York  suggested  that  as 
this  bill  allowed  bounties  to  colored  soldiers, 
anil  as  under  the  c.\isting  law  the  loyal  mas- 
ters of  colored  men  who  had  Joined  the  army 
were  also  allowed  bountv,  the  effect  would  be 
that  double  bounties  would  be  paid  in  such 
ca.scs. 

Mr.  Schenck  admitted  that  such  might  l>e 
the  cafe,  but  that  the  dilUculty  might  lie  pre- 
vented by  a  repeal  of  the  law  in  (luestion,  or 
by  an  amendment  of  tho  present  bill  in  the 
Senate. 

Mr.  Ward  also  suggested  as  amendments 
which  he  had  desired  to  offer,  that  bounty 
should  1x3  allowed  to  tho  widowed  mother  of 
a  deceased  soldier  when  she  had  been  entire- 
ly dependent  upon  him  lor  support,  and  also 
that  the  clause  deducting  local  and  State 
bounties  should  bo  stricken  from  the  bill. 

Mr.  Bank.s,  of  Mass.,  underttood  from  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Schenck,  that  any  State  that 
had  paid  bounties  up  to  the  amount  of  SoOl), 
would  get  nothing  under  this  bill,  but  would 
be  compelled  to  a.ssist  in  paving  bounties  in 
those  States  which  had  not  done  so. 

Mr.  Schenck  beiicved  iliat  there  were  voiy 
few  cases  where  local  bouuty  had  not  been 
paid  to  the  amount  of  giiOiJ. 

Mr.  Banks  repeated  the  remark,  that  States 
which  had  paid  bouutics  to  their  soldiers--, 
would  under  this  bill,  be  com|)ellud  to  con- 
tribute to  the  payment  of  bimntics  in  States 
which  had  not  paid  thcin.  Uo  believed  this 
to  be  a  surprise  on  the  Uou.>c,  and  he  iherc 
fore  moved  to  rccmisider  the  vote  ordering 
the  nisin  question,  to  us  to  reconsider  the  vote 
adopting  the  »ubstitute. 

Unmi'lionof  .^lr.  Schcu-k,  the  motion  lo 
reconsider  was  l.ud  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of 
73  lo  tJ3,  and  tbe  question  recurred  on  the 
passage  of  the  bill. 
The  bill  was  jias-seu  bv  a  vuie  of  1.35  lo'2. 
Mr.  Darling,  of  New'  York,  called  for  the 
reading  cf  tho  votes  in  the  negative.  The 
Clerk  read  the  names  of  John  A.  Nicholson, 
of  Delaware,  and  l.awrcn<e  Trimble,  of  Ken- 
tacky.    The  following  is  the  bill  a.'s  passed  ;

1863;  and  iu  the  case  of  any  such  soldier, 
Sudor  or  murine,  discharged  from  tho  servico 
on  account  of  wounds  received  in  batt  e  or 
while  engaged  in  the  line  of  bis  duty,  the 
said  allowauce  of  bouuty  shall  be  com- 
puted and  paid  up  to  the  end 
of  the  t«rm  of  :ervice  fur  whiih 
his  enlistment  was  made  and  in  case  of  the 
death  of  any  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine, 
while  in  the  service  or  in  cate  of  Lis  death 
after  discbarge  and  bclore  the  end  of  his  term 
of  enlistment  it  drcharged  on  account  of  be- 
ing wounded  as  before  provided  the  ahovv 
ance  shall  be  made  to  his  widow,  it  she  has 
not  been  remarried,  or  if  there  be  no  widow 
then  to  the  minor  children  who  mav  be  under 
sixteen  years  of  age.

The  |irc>ccedings  of  Iho  Old  School  Ass'cm- 
bly  today  consisted  mainly  of  Ihc  presenta- 
tion .ind  reading  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  tho  Lonisvillo  Presbytery  case.  The  re- 
port reviews  the  ileclaration  and  testimony  put 
forth  by  that  body,  and  considers  it  an"  evi- 
dence of  an  organized  conspiracy  ngamst  the 
church,  and  concludes  with  a  series  of  reso- 
lutions which  declare  a  new  Presbytery  con- 
stit^uted,  lo  Ih;  called  by  tho  same  name,  oc- 
cupy the  sumo  terriiory,  have  care  of  tho  same 
churches.  Said  Presbytery  to  be  composed 
of  so  many  ministers  and  elders  as  shall  sub- 
sctibe  to  the  disapproval  of  the  declaration 
nnd  testimony,  and  obey  the  general  assem- 
bly. All  ministers  of  the  lato  Louisville  Pres- 
bytery who  do  not  apply  lor  admission  to  the 
new  Presbytery  and  siibscriliu  to  tho  aliove 
disapproval  within  two  months  from  its  or- 
ganization, their  pastoral  relations  with  the 
charcbes  uiuler  Ihe  care  of  Ibis  assembly 
shall  Ik;  dissolved. 

The  assembly  disclaims  any  intention  or 
disposition  lo  disrupt  existing  rcl.ilions  of 
charcbes,  ruling  elders  or  piiv^ato  lucmlicrs, 
but  rather  iirotccis  Ihcni  in  the  enjoyment  of 
thoir  rights  and  privileges  in  churches,  and 
thoir  choice  against  men  who  would  reduce 
thorn  ton  I  abandotiiiicnt  of  the  prestige  of 
llit'ir  lathers. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Lamphrcy  olVcrcd  a  substitute 
strongly  condemning  the  declaration  nnd  tcs- 
llnionv  and  urging  thu  Louisville  Presbytery 
to  forbear  fiirihcr  iigitnllon  of  the  subject,  to 
rctnrn  to  its  loyalty  to  the  church  and  report 
to  thegeiicnil  assembly. 

Allhu  evening  session  Dr.  Thoin.is  made  a 
strong  speci-h  in  favor  of  iho  report  of  the 
committee,  occupying  the  limo  of  the  assem- 
blv  till  ii«  ndjournment. 

The  Louisville  commissioners  declined  an 
nv  nation  by  thi<  assembly  to  appear  and  de- 
en  d  the  action  of  their  presbytery.

The  Sta'e    l)f-irirlrr"-iit  fp.'aks 
for  them,  with  their  ff:  •  •.•onsent,  to  prin- 
cipalities   and    pow:r:.     The   Treasury 
collects  the  na'ional  imposts  and   fa.X'is 
there.     The  War  Department  distributes 
its  forces  whenever  and  wherever  it  seems 
necessary   and  expedient,    to  guarantee 
peace  between  the  inveterafe  but  fast  ejc 
piring  fa'iiona.     The  navy  of  the  United 
States  ndes   frteiy    m   all    the   reopened 
ports  and  harbors.     Th'i  Post  f  JiDce  cir- 
culates, thro- ;;!,    i-.ry  vein   and   artery 
there,  the  kr.o-       v'    wKi'h  is  the  revivi 
fyiDg  Llocd  of  a  uiuied  Kepublic.     The 
Interior  D.pjrtmeiit  pays  pensions,  pro- 
tects Indians,  Sf-lU  land-,  and  defrays  the 
expenses  o(  judicial  a.iministration.    The 
Attorney  General  pr.,..it,:5  traitors  and 
other  disturbers  ol   tU  peace  there,  be- 
fore  the   Federal  .Courts.     All   this  has 
been  done  with  the  active  toneurrenc';  of 
the  people   of    ttiose   States,    abBclutely 
free      from      military      control,      while 
the      armr     of      the      Initcd      States, 
instead    of    being     in<reased,    has  been 
reduced   from   a  million    and    a   half  of 
men   to   some   si.xty  or  eighty  thousand. 
The  expenses  of  the  Federal  goverr.in'nt 
Lave  been  reduced  f;om  two  millions  and 
a  half  a  day  to    a  sum  less  than  the  daily 
receipts,   and    the   threat,   but    in    every 
sense  sacred   debt  is  perceptibly  diin;n 
isbed.     Foreign    nations    have    desisted 
from   intervention,  and    assumed  an  atti- 
tude o(  conciliation  and  frieneship.     The 
people  of  (he  lately  di-^loyal  States,  dcsir- 
irg  to  pass  the    last    stage  of  restoration 
3«  speedily  a.s  poseibl",  hav«  chosen  Sen- 
a'ors    to    represent    them   in  the  Senate, 
and  members  to  answer   for  them  in    the 
House.     Industry    i.s  more  vigorous   and 
effective  than  ever  ti  lore  in  the  disloyal 
States.     Capital   and    labor,    combining 
and  cooperafir.g    under  a   tree  contract 
system,    wbii  h    to    tfjem    is   altogether  a 
new   one,   in   beginning,  with    8uccp«i<,  to 
obliterate  the  track   ol  ruin  and  devasta- 
tion. 

Idonotsav  fl.at  cavil  tnd  criticism 
can  find  no  dark  shades  to  darken  this 
pleasmg  picttire.  Irregularities  deform 
every  human  work  ;  and  the  telescope  re- 
veals to  us  spots  even  on  the  sun  In 
view  of  this  rapid  progress  of  peace  and 
reconciliation,  we  might  well  expect  to 
find  the  country,  if  not  contented,  yet 
cheerful  and  hopeful,  as  well  as  grateful 
to  Almighty  God.  Sucb,  indeed,  I  con- 
ceive to  be  Ihe  real  state  of  the  public 
mind.

0.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  tbere  i,,^  Mr_  j 
is  anv  necessity  for  separation  between 
tiie  President,  the  Congr.ss  and  the  party 
of  the  Ui.ion.  I  admit  that  the  jealousies 
and  suspicions  ol  the  List  summer  were 
only  temporarily  albiyed,  not  extinguish- 
ed, by  the  elections  in  Movembcr.  They 
have  been  s^edulously  cherished  and  ia- 
creased,  until  they  have  revealed  them- 
selves lu  iillimmatory  debates  in  the  press 
and  popul.ir  assi-mblies.  1  admit  that 
the  National  L'uion  party  in  Congress 
has  as  yet  been  unable  either  to  accept 
or  reject  the  councils  ol  tho  President. 
A  wide  and  enduring  separa'ion,  however, 
cannot  be  made  between  Congress  and 
th«?  PresiJi'nt,  without  having  lor  its  groove 
a  serious  dillereuce  upon  some  cardinal 
political  ijuestion. 

At  this  point  it  will  be  well  to  settle  for 
yourselvos  what  it  is  that  we  are  desiring 
to  see  etleeted  bv  the  President  and  Con- 
gress.    We  all  agree  that  we  desire  and 
seek    just  what    the  nation    needs  at  the 
present  juncture.     We  cannot  accept  less 
than  this  :  because  it  would  leave  us  still, 
it  not  a  desolated  at  least  a  disturbed  and 
distracted  couatry.     We  cannot  reijuire 
more ;  because,  even  il  more  were  desira- 
ble, yet  th.it  more  is  debateable,  aud  must 
be  the  study  and  the  work  not  of  ourseUes 
at  this  particular  period,  but  of  ourselves 
and    our    successors    herealter.     What, 
then,  dows  the   country   actually   need? 
Most  persons    say   reconstruction.     Ttie 
country  is  rcLonstructed  already.     It  was 
construcfed  m  17>r.     As  then  construct- 
ed, it    was   a   Union   of  thirteen— since 
multiplied  to  otj— free,   e-j-jal,    separate, 
self-acting,  and,  in  regard  to    internal  al- 
lairs,  sell  govercing-btatcs.     We  do  not 
reconstruct  that  wh'ch  has   not  been  des- 
troyed.    There  has.  indeed,   been    an  at- 
tempt at  the  destruction,  but  it  has  failed. 
The  political  system  ol  17^7,  constructed 
by  our  forefathers,  stands  now  lirm,  com- 
p.!ct,    complete,    and  perfect,    just    as  it 
came  from  the    builders   hunds.     It   was 
constructed  not  for  eighty  ytars  only,   or 
for  a  time  of  peace  o.dy,  nor  yet  for  a  peri- 
od of  civil  war  onlv  ;  but  lor  all  changing 
conditions  of  peice  and  war,  lor  all  ages, 
and  for  ail  times.     Others  say,  what  the 
country  needs  is    the   restoration    of   the 
autonomy  of  the  nation.     I  think  i;  needs 
no  such   thing.     We   have    passed   that 
point.     The  Souihern  States,  during  four 
years,  were   deranged   and    disorganized 
iHUiKy  ia  their  const itutional   relations, 
to  the  Union.    They  have,  however,  since 
th.it    time,    reorgacized.     Their    organic 
powers  .".nd  luiiclions  have  been  renewed, 
and  they  have  resumed  their  constitution- 
al relation  ot  allegiance  to  the  Union. 

What,  then,  does  the  nation  need?  It 
needs  just  what  I  have  dwelt  upon  so 
much  and  so  earnestly  in  these  remarks. 
It  needs  reconciliation,  and  just  ni.>w 
needs  nothing  more.  It  needs  just  this 
constitutional  reconciliation,  and  nothing 
mere.  Let  the  reocncilia:ion  be  made 
first  ei'her  in  Congress  or  in  any  of 
the  constituencies,  and  it  will  follow  in 
the  other  place  immediately.  The  country 
exhibits  at  this  m  ment  this  extraordi- 
nary and  icteresting  phenomena — a  na- 
tion of  States,  not  only  kindred  but  al- 
lied, yet  hostile  to  each  other.  For  such 
a  eoi:dition,  mutual  reconciliation  is  the 
oclv  practical  remedy. 

We  are  prepared  now  to  .isk  Avhal  hin- 
ders the  application  ct  th.it  remedy  in 
the  legislative  councils.  The  Presidcul's 
position  is  absolutely  taken,  well  defined, 
and  universally  un-Jerstoud.  It  is  this, 
namely  :  that  so  far  and  so  fast  as  the 
unrepresented  States  prtiient  themselves, 
ucipiestionably-  loyal,  they  are  eniiiltd  to 
representation  in  Congress,  equally  with 
all  other  States,  and  jii.st  as  well  as  if 
there  had  been  no  rebellion.  Therepru- 
sentatives  ol  the  National  Union  party 
in  Congress  do  not  yet  agree  with  the 
President,  but  I  think  they  differ  only  in 
regard  to  non-essentials.  Some  are  un 
derstood  to  insist  that  the  people  of  no 
State  ought  to  reserve  the  right  of  seces- 
sion or  disunion.  The  President  says 
e.\ictly  the  same  ibing.  A  State  that 
shoulfl  claim  to  reierve  a  richt  of  seces- 
sion could  not  be  loyal.  Oiher.n  contend 
that  afte-  rebellion  a  State  ought  not  to 
be  accepted  which  insists  upon  or  read- 
mits the  validity  of  the  debts  of  the  re- 
bellion. The  President  Rays  exactly  the 
same  thing.  A  State  that  should  insist 
upon  th;  validity  ol  such  debts  could  not 
be  loyal.  Others  argue  that,  as  a  conse- 
qience  of  the  ab  lition  of  slavery,  a 
change  of  the  basis  of  representation  has 
become  desirable  and  necessary.

The  Secielarv  of  War  was  lu-xt  culled 
upon,  the  band  playing  •Ually  round  the 
Flag,"  "When  .lohuiiy  Comes  Marching 
Home,"  and  other  airs.  Secretary  Stan- 
son  said  : 

GiMiKMtx:  On  (he  alternoon  of 
Thursday .  the  I7lh  ol  (his  month,  1  re- 
ceived a  note  Irom  the  Secretary  of  the 
N.iti'.nial  Union  Johnson  Club,  telling  me 
th:it  if  vas  the  design  id  the  Association 
to  sereiirtd-.!  the  President  and  his  Cabinet, 
and  that  I  would  bo  e:»lled  upon  at  my 
residence.  Immediately  on  receipt  ol  the 
note,  a  reply  was  sent  to  the  Secretary 
expressing  my  thanks  for  the  compliment 
and  declining  the  honor  of  the  serenade. 
A  similar  compliment  by  the  patriotic 
Association  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
League  had  previou^ly  been  declined. 
Two  reasons  induced  my  action,  'ihe 
\i>t  time  a  public  speech  was  made  from 
this  spot,  ill  iinswcr  to  a  serenade,  was 
the  night  of  Friday,  the  1  Ithday  el  -Vpril, 
lt»i).').  At  that  ipomeiit,  when  we  were 
rejoicing  over  ihc  downfall  ot  the  rebel- 
lion, one  of  its  instruments  was  murder- 
g  Mr.  LircoUi.  Vou  will  not  think  it 
strange  that  a  eouiplimmt  Iraught  with 
such  iiasociati.ms  should  not  be  coveted. 
Uesidcs.  as  tho  head  of  a  department, 
my  piil'lic  duties  have  been  simply  exec- 
utive. 

"Alter  lour  years  of  war,  the  authority 
of  the  Federal  Government  was  estab- 
lished throughout  (he  whole  territory  of 
the  Ignited  States,  at  a  sacrifice  of  over 
oO(>, ttOO  lives  of  loval  soldiers,  and  a  cost 
of  more  than  .•?;«,(K.»t),UtH.>,000.  F-very 
household  in  li.hteen  loyal  States  is 
mourning  its  loved  ones  slain  by  rebels. 
A  lax  which  may  last  for  generations  is 
laid  upon  the  food,  and  raiment,  acd  ne- 
cessities of  every  family  ;  and,  in  the  price 
of  their  daily  bread,  the  L'0,(.KX),OUO  in- 
habitants of  the  loyal  States  feel,  and  will 
continue  to  feel,  what  it  costs  to  uphold 
their  Government  against  rebellion. 

"  The  oliice  of  President  devolved  on 
Mr.  Johnson  after  the  death,  of  Mr.  Lm- 
coln,  on  the  loth  day  of  Aprd,  1J<G5. 
Thirteen  days  belore  that  time,  Kicbmond, 
the  seat  ol  the  rebel  Government,  bad 
been  captured;  and,  six  days  later,  the 
Commander-in-Chief.  Uobcrt  E.  Lee, 
routed  and  vin<iuished,  surrendered  his 
army  as  prisoners  of  war  to  Gen.  Grant 
and  the  forces  under  his  command.  By 
these  rapidly  succeeding  events  tho  rebel 
Government    was    overthrown,    and    the 
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overnment  was  overthrown,  and  the 
otlicial  authorities  gave  themselves  up  as 
prisoners  of  war. 

"  The  President's  annual  message  to 
the  present  Congress  thus  clearly  states 
the  condition  of  the  country  and  the  ijues- 
tion  thereby  imposed  upon  him  : 

••  ■  I  found  tho  State  suircring  from  the  cl- 
fects  of  a  civil  war.  Kesistance  to  the  Gener- 
al Government  appeared  to  have  exhausted 
itself.  The  United  States  had  recovered  pos- 
session of  their  lorts  and  arsenals,  and  their 
armies  were  in  occupation  ot  cverv  State 
which  had  attempted  to  secede.  Whether 
the  territory  withiu  the  limits  of  those  States 
should  be  held  as  conquered  territory,  under 
military  authority,  emanating  from  the  Presi- 
deut  as  ttic  litad  of  the  army,  was  the  lirst 
question  tbiit  preseuteU  itseil  "lor  iliacussiuu."  " 

Mr  Stanton  ijuoted  at  length  some  ol 
the  President's  messages  concerning  the 
reopening  of  courts,  post  olHces,  and 
ports,  and  continued : 

"  l>y  some  it  was  thought  jast  and  ex- 
pedient that  the  right  of  suffrage  in  the 
rebel  States  should  be  secured  in  some 
f^jrm  to  Ihe  colored  inhabitants  of  those 
States,  either  as  a  universal  rule,  or  to 
those  (jualitied  by  education  or  by  actual 
service  as  soldiers,  who  ventured  life 
for  their  Government.  Mv  own  mind 
inclined  to  this  view :  but,  after  calm 
and  full  discussion,  my  judgment  yielded 
to  adverse  arguments,  reefing  upon  the 
practical  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in 
such  a  measure,  and  to  the  President's 
conviction  that  to  prescribe  a  rule  of  suf- 
frage was  not  within  the  legitimate  scope 
of  his  power.  The  plan  of  organization 
embodied  in  the  proclamation  to  the  peo- 
ple of  North  Carolina,  and  the  iiistruo-  I 
tions  to  the  Provisional  Govemor  of  that 
State,  exhibit  tho  system  and  prii:ciple8 
prescribed  by  the  President  for  the  sub- 
stitution of  civil  authority  in  the  place  of 
universal  military  rule  in  insurrectionary 
States.  In  this  pKan,  two  things  repre- 
sented in  the  proclamations  and  the  Pres- 
ident's insfrnctions  are  worthy  of  special 
notice : 

"  ./'^*«<— That  the  organizing  power  is 
specilically  and  absolutely  restricted  to 
the  people  who  are  loyal'to  the  United 
States,  and  no  others.  This  is  in  accord- 
»nee  with  the  views  olten  declared  by 
Mr.  Johnson  Irom  the  commencement  of 
the  rebellion,  and  under  most  impressive 
circumstances. 

'^Second — The  choice  of  delegates  was 
not  only  limited  to  loyal  people,  and  no 
others,  but  constitutional  guarantees  were 
rerpiired  in  respect  to  tbe  emancipition 
of  slaves  and  repudiation  of  debt. 

"  A  second  reason  for  such  guarantees 
in  re.'pect  to  slavery  is  stated  by  the 
President  in  his  message,  namely:  The 
necessity  of  evidence  of  sincerity  in  the 
future  maintenance  of  the  Union.  1  hese 
views,  expressed  by  ihe  President  in  bis 
message,  received,  and  continue  to  re- 
ceive, my  cordial  acquiescence  and  sup- 
port. Who  are  loyal  people,  is  a  ques- 
tion that  ought  not  to  be  difficult  of 
decision. 

"  In    thus 


has  for  its  object  tho  security  of  civil 
rights  fn  insui-  reetiouary  States.  It 
was  well  observed  by  the  President, 
in  his  annual  message,  that  peaceful  im- 
niigratioii  to  and  Irom  that  |iurtion  ol  the 
country,  the  Southern  States,  is  one  of 
the  best  means  that  can  be  thought  of  lor 
restoration  of  harmony.  It  is  possible 
that  interference  with  such  immigration 
w.as  one  of  the  chief  objections  toeuilitary 
rule,  and  by  some  it  is  thought  Uiat  the 
inlluence  ol  class  legislation  in  favor  ol 
the  slavebolding  monopoly  heretofore  ex- 
isting in  the  Southern  States  would  be 
strongly  e.xeited  to  prevent  peae  'ful  im- 
migration into  (hosu  Stales,  and  would 
exclude  the  laboring  population  of  tbe 
North  Irom  the  soil  of  exuberant  fertility 
and  friendly  climate, — that  productive 
region,  embracing  the  eight  or  uiuc 
Stated  nearest  the  Gulf  of  Mexico;  and 
that  hence  civil  rights  iu  those  Slates 
should  be  evidently  protected  by  Federal 
laws  and  Federal  tribunals.  Although 
the  measures  enacted  by  Congress  lor 
this  purpose  failed  to  receive  the  lOxccu- 
five  sanction,  yet  having  been  adhered  to 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  in  each  House,  Ihey 
have  now  passed  to  the  statute  book,  and 
ceased  to  be  a  subject  ol  debate. 

"Another  mea^uie,  or  series  ot  meas- 
ures, of  prime  iiiijiortance,  now  pending 
before  Congr.  ss,  merits  a  biief  remark, 
namely  ;  The  plan  of  reaioration,  reeon- 
structiou.  as  it  is  ^omelimes  called.  To 
this  plan,  reported  by  the  Joint  Commit- 
[  tee,  1  have  not  been  ablo  to  give  my  as- 
sent. It  eontcmplales  an  amendment  to 
theF'ideral  Consuiutioii,  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  proposed  article  being  iu  these 
terms  : 

"  'Si;e.3.  Vnlil  Ihe  fourlliday  of  July,  1870, 
all  persons  who  voluntarily  sdhered  to  the 
late  insurrection,  piving  it  aid  and  comfort 
shall  be  excluded  from  ihe  right  to  Vote  for 
meuitiers  of  Coo^'raKS,  and  for  Kloctors  of 
I'resident  and  ^icc  President  of  the  I'uited 
States." 

"It  IS  urged  by  Ihe  advocates  of  this 
plan  that  this  third  section  is  ihc  vital 
one,  without  which  the  others  are  of  no 
value.  Its  exclusive  action  will  no  doubt 
commend  it  to  the  feelings  of  many  as  a 
wise  and  just  provision  ;  but  I  am  unable 
so  to  regard  if,  because  for  four  years  it 
binds  Congress  to  exclude  from  voting 
for  Uepresenta'ives  or  Presidential  FMee- 
tors  all  persons  who  voluntarily  adhered 
to  the  late  insurrection,  giving  it  aid  and 
comfort,  no  matter  what  may  be  the  con- 
dition of  (he  country,  nor  what  proofs  of 
present  and  future  loyalty  may  be  given. 
An  absolute  bar  is  to  be  erected  for  four 
years  against  a  large  class  ol  persons. 
Change  of  circumstances  and  condition 
often  work  rapid  change  in  party  and  po- 
litical sentiments,  and  nowhere  with  more 
marked  result  than  in  the  South.  It  is 
believed  that  the  elements  of  charge  are 
now  at  work  there,  stimulating  on  one 
side  to  loyalty,  and  on  the  other  tending 
to  continue  hostile  feeling.  In  my  judg- 
ment, every  proper  incitement  to  union 
should  be  fostered  and  cherished ;  and 
for  Congress  to  limit  its  own  power  by 
constitutional  amendment  for  a  period  of 
lour  years  might  be  deplorable  in  its  re- 
sults. To  those  who  differ  I  accord  the 
same  honesty,  and  perhaps  greater  wis- 
dom than  I  can  claim  for  myself.  As  the 
proposed  plan  now  stands.  I  am  unable 
to  perceive  the  necessity,  justice  or  wis- 
dom of  the  measure  ;  but,  having  no  place 
nor  voice  in  the  body  before  which  the 
measure  is  pending,  I  disclaim  any  par- 
pose  to  interfere  beyond  the  expression 
of  my  own  opinion. 

"  Having  thus  declared  my  views,  as 
they  have  heretofore  been  declared  to 
those  who  had  the  right  to  know  them, 
on  the  material  questions  that  have  lately 
arisen,  or  are  now  pending,  I  trust  that 
your  purpose  on  this  occasion  is  answer- 
ed ;  and  1  shall  be  glad  if  their  expres- 
sion may  have  any  beneficial  inlluence  on 
questions,  the  right  disposition  whereof 
is  a  matter  of  solicitude  to  every  patriotic 
man,  and  is  deeply  important  to  the 
peace  and  tranquility  of  the  country. 
Recognizing  the  constitutiocal  power  of 
all  the  CO  ordinate  branches  of  the  Gov- 
ernment,—the  legislative,  judicial,  and 
executive,  —and  entertainicg  for  each  Ihe 
respect  which  is  due  from  every  loyal 
citizen,  they  are  entitled  to,  and  shall 
receive,  accorling  to  my  best  judgment, 
the  support  which  is  rKpiireil  by  that 
Constitution,  which,  after  an  unexampled 
conllict,  has  been  upbuld  and  sanctified 
by  Divine  favor  and  through  the  sacrifice 
of  so  much  blood  and  treasure."

amidst 


distinctly  recognizing  the 
constitutional  right  of  each  House  of  Con- 
gress to  judge  of  the  election,  returns, 
and  qualihcaiions  of  its  own  members,  the 
President  has  conformed  to  the  plain  let- 
ter of  the  Cons'itution.  It  being  the 
function  of  each  House  to  judge  of  the 
election,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  its 
own  members,  tbe  obligation  ia  implied 
of  faking  testimony,  weighing  evidence, 
and  deciding  the 'luestion  of  membership. 
What  testimony  has  been  taken,  or  what 
evidence  presented,  on  the  (jueation,  to 
either  branch  of  Congress,  or  what  judg- 
ment is  to  be  given,  is  not  known  to  me. 
nor  have  I  the  right  to  incjuire. 

"  IJesides  tho  stepi  taken  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive to  restore  the  constitutional  rela- 
tions of  the  States,  his  annual  message 
called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the 
necessity  of  securing  the  security  of  the 
freedmen,  reminding  Congress  that,  while 
he  had  no  doubt  that  the  (ieneral  (iov- 
ernment  could  not  extend  the.  elective 
franchise,  it  was  (rjually  char  i hat  good 
failh  nijuired  the  security  of  the  freed- 
men in  their  liberty  and  their  property, 
their  right  to  labor,  and  their  rigtil  to 
claim  the  just  return  of  Iheir  labor; 
and  observing  further,  that  the  country 
was  in  need  of  labor,  and  the  freeilmen 
in  need  of  employment,  culture,  and  pro- 
tection. In  connection  with  this  subject 
the  President  further  remarked  : 

"  'Slpvcry  was  essentially  a  monopoly  of 
lalior,  and,  as  such,  locked  the  States  whcrcit 
1  revailcU  nguinst  the  incoming  ol  free  indws 
try.  Where  laljor  was  the  property  of  the 
capitalist,  the  white  man  was  excluded  from 
employment,  or  had  but  Ihe  second  liest 
chance  ol  finding  it,  und  the  foreign  emigrant 
turned  awn/  from  the  region  where  it  was  so 
pretarious,'  &c. 

"These  views  of  Ihe  President  in  rela- 
tion to  the  freedmen  received,  and  con- 
Unue  to  receive,  my  hearty  eoncurren<:c. 
They  have  gu.ded  the  action  of  the  War 
Department,  and  were  substantially  «,l- 
vocated  m  its  annual  report.  In  what  I 
believe  an  honest  dcire  to  co«fora.  to 
them  a  bill  was  pa.ssed  by  Congress 
regulating  the  Treedmena  Hureau  but 
the  provisions  of  the  bill  did  not  meet  the 
President  .-approval,  because  ho  belived 
the  power  conferred  upon  him,  and  upon 
tho  agents  to  be  appointed  by  him,  to  be 
unwise  and  unconstitutional.  Concur- 
ring in  the  object  of  the  bill,  and  regard- 
ing the  power  as  temporary  and  safe  in 
his  handa,  I  advised  its  approval ;  but, 
having  been  returned  to  Congress,  with 
the  President's  objections,  and  having 
failed  to  receive  the  needful  support,  it  is 
no  longer  a  living  measure,  nor  the  sub- 
ject of  debate  or  of  dilFerencc  of  opinion, 
.oil  ^"°*''«r  Congressional  measure, 
called  the  eivi  righr„  bill,  has  been  the 
subject  of  confliC.     That  bill,  now  a  law, 


liK.MAIiKS  OF  SECRKTAKVM'cULLOCH. 

The    Secretary    of  Ihe   Treasury    was 
next  called  on.     Mr.  McCulloch  said  : 

"  l-KLi.i.nv    Citizens:— My    position, 
gentlemen,    in   rcfersnce   to   the    icsues 
which  arc  now  engaging  the  public  atten- 
tion, is  not,  I  apprehend,  misunderstood 
by  you.     [Cheers.]     I    will  say,   there- 
fore,    as      I     suppose      I      must      say 
something     on      this      occasion,      that 
the     general     policy    of    tho    President 
in     reference    to    the   Southern     States 
and  penple,  recently  in  arms  against  the 
Federal  Government,  has  commended  it- 
self to  my  deliberate  judgment  [cheers]  ; 
and  although  it  has  been  violently  and  in 
some    instances  vindictively  assailed,  I 
have  an  abiding  conviction  that  it  will  be 
approved  by  the   people  when   they  shall 
be  allowed   to  pass  judgment  upon  it  at 
the  ballot  box.     1   suppose,   gentlemen, 
that  none  of  us  expected,  at  the  close  of 
this  great  war,   in  which  much  bad  blood 
had  been  excited,  and   more  good  blood 
had  been   shed,    we   should   have  bright 
akiea  and   calm   skies.     We  anticipated 
that,  at  the  close  of  this  war,  great  ques- 
tions would  come  up  for  settlement,  the 
discussion  of  which   would   be   likely  to 
agitate  this  country — to  shake  it,  perhaps, 
from  centre   to    circumference ;     but    we 
knew,  also,  that  the  people  had  not  been 
wanting  in  any  previous  emergency,  and 
we   had    confidence  that   they  would   be 
prepared  to  cope  with,  and  settle  aatia- 
factorily,    any    (juestions  that   might  be 
presented  in  future.     [Applause.]     That 
faith  is  strong   with   us   now.     We  have 
faith  in  the  people,  and  faith  in  that  good 
Proviience  which,  having  led  this  nation 
through   the   red   sea   of    battle,    is  not 
likely    to      desert     it      now     that      the 
dreadful  passage  has  b  en  a  co-npliahtd. 
His    policy    is    alraightforward,    intelli- 
gible, practical.    If  a  better  policy  can  be 
preseiiied— one  more  in  consonance  with 
the  principles  of  the  Government— better 
calculated  to  preserve  the  supremacy  ot 
Federal  authority,  while  it   trem  hca  not 
on  the  reserved  and   legitimate  righta  of 
the   States  — more    just,    more    humane, 
better  fitted    Io    bind  the  people    of  this 
great  country  in  a  connion  brotherhood, 
al  the  sa.Tie  time  that   it   places  just  cbn- 
deinnation  on  Ircaaon,  and  viiidi<-.ites  the 
majesty  of  the  law— if  sui  h   a  policy  can 
be    presented,    there    is    no    man    iu  the 
United  States   who   wi  I    more  willingly 
embrace  it  ihnii    Andy    .fuhiisoii    [hiarty 
cheersj  ;   but    until   that    better  policy  is 
presented,  he    must    be    false  to  himself, 
false  to  his  record,  and  must  in  fact  cease 
to   be    Andrew   .lohnson,  if  he    does  not 
adhere   to   his  [xdlcy,  an<l  sink   or  swim 
with   it.      (Cheer.-i  )      It    is    pretty    good 
evidence    after  all,    gentlemen,    of    the 
correctness  of  his  policy,  that  (Jongrcss, 
after    having    been    in    session    six  long, 
weary  montlis,  has  be  en  unable  to  pre- 
sent one  which  they  can  agree  upon  aa  a 
subslitulc.     (Cheers   and  laughter.]     It 
was  once    ^aid,    I   think   by   .lohn    Ran- 
dolph, that  of  all  linkers  the  constitution 
tinkers  were  Ihe  most   to  be  dcprecited. 
[Cheers]     K   (|„.    old   man   could   rise 
from  his  grave,  what  would  he  sav  to  the 
present  Congress,  in    which    every  third 
man,  at   least   i!i    a   Conntitutiontiokcr. 
[Cheers  and  laughter] .     But  they  are  not 
wise  enough  to  amend  that  grand  old  in 
struinrnt -the  work  of  our  fathers,  of  the 
founders  of  the  llepiiblic,|the  glory  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  admiration   of  the 
world.      [Cheers].      My    fellow  citizens 
there  is  but  one  proposition  thai  has  been 
presented  which  stands  even  the  ghost  of 
a  chance  of   acceptance  by  the  people  of 
the   North,  and   that  is  the   proposition 
basing    representation    on    votes.

The  Prisoner  in  a  Low  Vital  Con- 
dition. 


— The  follow- 
ing is  tbeotliuial  report  ol  Surgeon  Coop- 
er, U.  S.  A.,  in  relation  to  Jelf.  Davis  : 
FoKTUKss  MoxRoi:,  Va.,  May  9,  ISetj. 
Adjutant  Geutral,  U.  S.  A.,  Washington : 

SiK :  III  compliance  wiib  directiona 
(rem  the  Prc'itient  o(  the  United  States 
(o  me,  given  through  the  office  of  the 
Adjutant-General,  I  have  aiade  a  special 
examination  of  tbe  State  prisoner,  Jclfer- 
son  Davis,  now  in  cociintment  at  this 
post,  and  report  the  loUoviDg  to  be  the 
results  of  said  examination  : 

He  is  onsiderably  eni.iciated,  tbe  fatty 
ti>sue  haviDg  alniost  disappeared,  leaving 
hts  skin  much  shrivelled.  His  muscles 
are  snnill,  llu-ctil,  and  very  soft,  and  be 
has  but  little  muscular  stn.-ngth.  He  is 
quiie  weak  and  debilitated  ;  conseiiuently 
bis  gait  is  becoming  uneven  and  irregu- 
lar. His  digestive  organs  are  at  present 
in  comparatively  gooii  condition,  but  be- 
come (juiekly  deranged  under  anything 
but  most  carefully  prepared  food.  With 
a  diet  disagreeing  with  faioi,  dyspeptic 
symptoms  promptly  make  their  appear- 
ance ;  soon  followed  by  vertigo,  severe 
facial  and  cranial  neuralgia,  and  erysipe- 
latous intlammation  of  the  posterior  scalp 
and  right  side  of  (he  nose,  which 
quickly  atlecta  the  right  ear, — 
tbe  only  sound  one  he  now  has, — and  ex- 
tends through  the  nasal  ducts  into  the  in- 
terior o(  the  nose.

This  has  been  pro- 
duced by  (he  tramp  of  the  creaking  boots 
of  tbe  sentinels  on  pos^.  around  the  pris- 
son,  and  the  rtliaf  of  ail  of  the  guard  at 
the  expiration  of  every  two  hours,  which 
almost  invariably  awakens  him.  The 
prisoner  Davis  states  that  he  has  scarcely 
enjoyed  over  two  hours  of  sleep,  unbro- 
ken, at  one  time,  since  his  confinement. 
Means  bave  been  taken,  by  placing  mat- 
ting on  tbe  floors  for  tbe  sentinels  to 
walk  on,  to  alleviate  this  source  of  dis- 
turbance ;  but  with  only  partial    success. 

His  vital  condition  is  low,  and  he  has 
hut  little  recuficrative  force.  Should  he 
be  attacked  by  any  of  the  severe  forms  ol 
disease  to  which  tho.  tide-w.atcr  region  of 
Virginii  in  subject,  I,  with  reason,  fear 
for  the  reaulr.

ty, X.  C  ,  which  ho  said  seemed  lo  rellacl  ilic 
views  of  our  .sagacious  Secretary  id  the  Trea- 
sury, dcclurind  tbat  tho  Soaiheru  people 
would  never  submit  to  ihe  direct  ta.x  but  at 
the  poiul  of  the  bayonet. 

Mr.  Halo  made  the  point  ol  order  that  the 
extract  read  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  ques- 
tion before  tho  House,  but  tho  iiuesiion  was 
overruled  by  the  cliair. 

Mr.  Stevens  interrupied  the  icadint;  lo  in- 
quire, siircastically.  whether  that  was  the 
speech  of  tho  Secretarj'  of  the  Treasury  > 

-Mr.  Kcilcy  replied  that  it  was  only  the 
views  ot  the  Secretary's  friends  who  agreed 
with  him  that  all  laws  passed'by  t'onRrcKs 
while  the  Southern  nieiiibeis  were  not  here 
were  inuoustituiional.

Mr  Kelley  replied  that  he  had  only  spokeu  of 
the  Secretary  of  tho  Treasury  who  had  let  the 
people  know  ihut  he  was  less  pariial  to  tin- 
kers than  he  was  to  clothiers.  The  tree  li-t 
was  amended  by  addinR  to  it  a  vaii'.ly  of 
driiKs  includinR  muriatic,  nitric  und  acetic 
acid  eora-x  and  c  >rax  acid  calcined  macnesia 
and  carbonate  of  magnesia. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D.ivis  the  Senato  bill 
granting  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
and  te.ej;rapli  lino  from  the  Central  Pacific 
Kailroad  iu  California,  to  l  orlland.  Orecon 
was  taken  from  the  Siienkcr's  table,  read' 
twice  and  referred  to  committee  on  the  Patl- 
fie  railroad. 

Mr.  lirownell  introduced  a  bill  t)  provide 
lor  Ihe  lx)nn  ics  of  veteran  volun!ee>. 

Ou  uioiion  of  Mr.  Cowan  the  ^i  cat  •  bill  for 
the  establishmenl  of  an  armory  a,  d  arsenal 
at  Hock  Island,  111.,  was  taken  irom  the 
Bptakcr  s  table,  read  twice  and  relerred  to 
the  eommjitce  on  military  aifairs. 

'Ihe  House  vvent  into  committee  of  iho 
whole  on  the  State  ot  the  Union,  Mr.  Dawes 
III  the  chair,  and  resumed  the  consideration 
of  tho  tax  bill. 

Mr.  Morrill,  from  ihe  ccinmittce  of  ways 
and  means,  reported  a  new  paragraph  for  that 
arntnding  setiion  103  of  the  cuslinglaw  and 
which  hud  been  reserved  some  days  since.  It 
impuscs  a  liix  oflJj  per  cent.,  on  gross  receipts 
trom  passengers  und  mails  of  railroad,  canal 
stcainboat  and  stagecoach  companies;  Pro- 
vided, that  such  companies  shall  ha\e  the 
right  to  add  tax  to  their  lares. 

On  moiion  of  Mr.  Farnsworth,  the  last  pro- 
viso was  struck  out,  and  the  amendment  so 
modified  was  agrcod  to. 

Mr.  HotehKiss  moved  to  add  to  the  aiuend- 
inent  a  proviso  that  horse  railroads  shall  have 
the  right  to  add  tax  to  their  fare. 

Mr.  Stevens  thought  it  would  be  much  bet- 
ter to  let  horse  railroad  companies  have  their 
charters  amended  so  that  thev  should  charge 
what  m'ght  be  thought  ri/ht,  rather  than 
let  ihem  add  on  tax.  Mention  was  maJa 
of  oppressive  manogemcnt  of  horse  railroads 
m  New  York  city. 

Judge  Giles  decided  a  petitii  n  for  an  in- 
junction against  a  city  passenger  railro^sd  tvr 
relusmg  to  allow  the  petitioner,  A  A.  Urad- 
ley  (colored^  to  ride  in  said  ears,  fhe  jud-e 
ordeird  that  the  facts  stated  in  the  pitiiion  tlo 
not  present  a  case  for  equiiabic  action  of  the 
court  by  way  ot  iDjuncilon.  Tha  petitioner 
m  thi/s  case  ciaims  to  be  a  lawyer  from  Bos- 
ton. The  colored  people  generally  protest 
against  his  course  ns  tn  uncalled  for  intc-'cr- 
ciice  in  their  beh  ill.
